ANCE FICIENCY, 
MISMANAGEMENT 
AND REBELLION 


Reported fo Have Developed in 
the Operation of the Rail- 
way Mail Service 


Washington, February 4.—A condition 
of inefficiency, insubordination and 
wm§smanagement has developed in the 
operation of the railway mail service 
that is likely to result in an upheaval 
and perhaps a reorganization of the 
entire service. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock 1s 
thoroughly incensed over the situation 
as it has been disclosed, and he makes 
no coneealment of his indignation. 

For a considerable time he has been 
conducting a personal investigation 
into the operations of the railway mail 
service. His inquiry not vet con- 
cluded but the facts thus far devel- 
oped indicate plainly that its results 
are likely to be drastic. 

High Officials Doomed,

Unreasonable Burdens. 

His investigation, he indicated, had 
dieclosed the fact that orders had been 
issued by subordinate officers of the. 

‘vice placing upon the employees 
unreasonable burdens, in some in- 
stances humiliating burdens. These or- 
ders were promulgated in the name of 
the postmaster general, although he 
knew nothing about them until his in- 
vestigation brought them to light. 

The orders were issued, too, Mr. 
Hitchcock pointed out, “notwithstand- 
ing the fact that I had issued general 
instructions that in the carrying out 
of the proposed improvements in the 
service, no additional burdens should 
be placed upon employees, as I believe 
that in the development of our effi- 
ciency system, the hearty good will of 
the employees was absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

To Equalize Hours of Service. 

Mr. Hitchcock said the only official 
change in the status of the railway 
mail clerks was caused by an effort 
of the department to effect a reasona- 
Me readjustment of hours of service, 
so as to equalize the hours through- 
out the country. Through the opera- 

* tion of this system the hours of serv- 
ice of some clerks were slightly in- 
creased, while those of others were re- 
duced. The general purpose was to 
have the maximum employment not to 
exceed six and a half hours a day. In 
the working out of this system, Mr. 
Hitchcock suggested, the railway mail 
clerks had not been lowered in grade, 
and the service in no respect had 
been curtailed; on the contrary, the de- 
partment's efforts had been to obtain, 
through congress, improved physical 
and financial working’ conditions, 
while striving to keep the service at 
pace with the development of the 
country.

MACON'S BITTER ATTACK

Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
An extraordinary scene was witnessed

This incident was the sequel] to an 
exciting encounter between Mr. Macon 
and Representative Stanley, democrat, 
of Kentucky, during the consideration 
of the agricultural appropriation bill, 
Mr. Macon being taken to task by the 
Kentuckian for the suggestion made 
by the Arkansas representative that 


certain members of the house had cer-| 


tain favorites in the government em- 
ploy whom it was their desire to favor.

Macon Scores Reporter.

WITH DAZFORCES. 


Advantage Said to Be With 
Rebels Who Greatly Out- 
umber Their Foes 


REBEL FORCES REPORTED 
ON THREE SIDES OF CITY 


Diaz Has Only About a 
Thousand Men With Which 
to Defend Juarez Against 
2,000 Rebels---All Foreign- 
ers and Noncombatants Or- 
dered ‘to Leave Before Bat- 
tle Began. 


El Paso, Texas, February 4.—Orozco 
and Blanco joined forces early tonight 
near Orozco’s camp south of Juarez. 

They are now engaged in battle with 
Colonel Rabago, who arrived in that 
vicinity at 7 o’clock over the Mexican 
Northwestern. The battle is a flerce 
one, and has been raging without _in- 
termission since 7 o'clock. 

Only meagre reports have come from 
the battlefield, seventeen miles south 
of Juarez, but these indicate the ad- 
vantage to be with the insurrectos, 
whose forces greatly outnumber those 
of Rabago. 

The streets of Juarez tonight are 
deserted except for the military, the 
people heeding the official warning to 
keep within doors. 

The chief of police and six customs 
officials have publicly announced their 
intention to make their homes in El 
Paso. 

Mayor Martinez ordered all weil oft 
the streets this afternoon. He has 
had a hospital opened in a vacant 
store on Calle Commercio, the princi- 
pal business street. It is equipped with 
cots, and has a staff of volunteer phy- 
sicians and nurses. The mayor says 
more officials are deserting their 
posts.

at Cordele. | 


|Men Charged With Daring 


Burglaries Carried Nitrogly- 
cerin--Thefts Reported From 
Seville, Malone and Double

Cordele, Ga., February 4.—(Special.) 
Special Detective J. 8S. Goin, of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, together with the police author- 
ities of Cordele, today arrested three 
young white men who gave. their 
names as Connor, Gibson and Brady, 
and who, it is charged, are the per- 
petrators of robberies cammitted last 
night at Seiville, Malone and Double 
Run, all small towns along the line 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic and Seaboard Air Line rafilroads, 
in the counties of Crisp and Wileox. 

The thefts, as reported in detail, are 
unprecedented in the history of these 
counties for boldness: 

The burglars began their operations 
first by breaking into a tool house 
of a railroad section a few miles east 
of Malone, from which they procured 
a lever car and some tools. They 
then proceeded to Malgne, broke open 
the store of Mrs. Norfh, in the rear of 
which was located the postoffice, from 
whieh they stole about $2 in cash, 
which was the amount on hand. 

Men Disappear on Hand Car. 


Then they entered the store of Web- | 
! ster-Mann Company, from which they , 
stole shoes, hats and clothing, leaving. 


their old clothes. 

From there they disappeared the 
hand car, supposedly going to Seville, 
where the store of W. W. Wilson, in 
the rear of which was located the 
postoffice, was entered during the 
night. The safe‘ was blown = open, 
apparently with nitroglycerin, and 
about *$28 in stamps and postal funds 
secured. 

Particulars of the robbery at Double 
Run are not known. That is a junc- 
tion point, and it is thought the bur- 
glars changed to the Hawkinsville and 
Florida, Southern road there, 
to Seville on the Seaboard 
via Pitts, at which point they had to 
again change roads. These points are 
all within a radius of 10 to 12 miles.

Fate of “Comorras.” 


Order Is One of Most Dread- | 


ed and Powerful Secret So- 
cieties in Italy---Many Mur- 
ders Laid to Its Doors Dur- 
ing Past Few Years. 


—~

Rome, February 4.—-(Special.)——The 
country has been Intensely interested 
in the trials of thirty-one members of 
the fiendish combination known as the 
“Camorra” at Viterlio. 
one of the most dreaded. and powerful 
secret socities. The men are accused 
of murders which took place five years 
ago, one of them in Naples and the oth- 
er outside the city. For generations the 
Camorro has terrorized not only in 
Italy, but Turkey and other countries. 
Its branches are everywhere, and its 
members include from the working men 
to the man of rank. 

In June, 1906, members of it agssas- 
sinated a most beautiful woman named 
Sorrentina Cuocol. A few hours liater 
the woman’s husband was round dead. 
The latter was affiliated with the or- 
ganization, but was suspected of being 
a puolice spy because in a number of in- 
stances plots of which he knew had 
been foiled by the police. 

The head of the Camorra and three 
comrades were arrested on suspicion, 
as they had been seen lurking near the 
victims’ house the night of the crime. 
After fifty days’ detention in prison, 
they were freed. But one determined 
man kept after them, and finally learn- 
ed that a Camorra court had condemn- 
ed the couple to death. Aided by a 
convict, he caused the arrest of thirty- 
one men who sat in the tribunal, in- 
cluding the six men told off to do the 
murder. One hundred lawyers have 
been engaged in the case. 

A Picturesque Sight. 

One of the most characteristic and 
picturesque Christmas sights that re- 
mains is the “Presipio,”’ or model 6f 
the Stable of Bethlefem, which is year- 
ly erected at the ancient church of the 
Ara Coeli, on the Capitoline Hill, Tra- 
dition says that a temple to Jupiter 
stood on this pot, and that the church 
was erected over the altar of Augustus 
which commemorated the Delphic 
oracle forfeiting the birth of the 
Savior. Here the triumphal processions 
accorded by old Rome to successful 
generals and emperors ended, and the 
great Caesar climbed its steps on his 
knees after his first triumph, while 
half way down a statue marks the 
place where Rienzi, last of the Roman 
Tribunes, was killed. ( 

The Presipio was first introduced by 
St. Francis of Assasi, with that wonder- 
ful intuition of what would find its 
way to the hearts of the people. It con- 
sists of a life-sized model of the Stable 
of Bethlehem, the Virgin Mary with 


Joseph by her side, and the “Santissimo ; 


Bambino,” the miraculous baby image 
for which the Church of the Ara Coeli 
is celebrated, lying in her lap. Behind 
her are the ox and the _ ass, while 
around kneel Kings in adoration, and 
in th elouds, above an admirably 
painted pastoral background, God the 


Father is seen, surrounded by angels

Standing by Champ Clark, Oscar 
Underwood and the other democrats 
on the present ways and means com- 
mittee, who had unanimously voted to 
report the bill for the maintenance of 
the tariff board, Representative Brant- 
ley, in a strong speech, supported the 
position of himself and colleagues. 

Representative Howard, of Georgia, 
voted with Representatives Clark, Un- 
derwood and Brantley on the estab- 
lishment of a tariff commission; the 
Other members of the delegation vot- 
ing against the democratic leaders.

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_ WICKERSHAM OPPOSES APPEAL — 


OF NAVAL STORES OFFICERS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
Attorney General Wickersham has 
filed a supplemental brief in the su- 
preme court of the United States in 
Opposition to the appeal for a writ of 
certiorari filed by Judge Samuel B. 
Adams, of Savannah, as counsel for 
Edmund S. Nash, Spencer P. Shotter 
and (Other officers of the American 
Naval Stores Company, convicted of 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law. 

He says: 


The petitioners have not stated a 
Case entitling them to the issuance of 
the writ of certiorari, and have not 
Suggested any distinct question of law 
hitherto undecided and requiring the 
decision of this court. Therefore the 
writ should be denied. 

Edmund 8S. Nash, Spencer P. Shot- 
ter and Other officers of the American 
Naval Stores Company were jointly in- 
dicted and charged with having un- 
lawfully and knowingly combined, 
conspired, confederated and agreed to- 
gether to restrain trade. Twelve ways 
Were set out in the indictment by 
means Of which the alleged conspiracy 
Was effected. 


Monopoly Charged. 


“The defendants were convicted on 
the first two counts of the indictment. 
The first count charged the unlawful 
conspiracy to restrain trade and <om- 
merce ‘in spirits of turpentine and 
rosin, commonly called naval stores. 
The second count charged that the de- 
fendants had already secured to them- 
Selves more than one-half the inter- 
State and foreign trade in naval stores 
and had unlawfully combined and 
agreed to still further monopolize trade 
and, commerce by ‘bidding down and 
depressing the market price of spirits 
of turpentine and rosin so that com- 
petitors and producers could only sell 
@t ruinous prices.’ ”’ 

The government further charged de- 
fendants with coercion and causing na- 
val stores receipts’ which would nor- 
mally and naturally flow to Jackson- 
Ville. Fla.. and Brunswick. Ga.,- to be 
diverted to Savannah, Ga. 

The attorney general, in his brief. 
asserts that the market price of naval 
stores throughout the United States 
is fixed at Savannah, which is the only 
primary or open port in the United 
States. He said: 

“All other ports and markets are 
closed ports, where prices are made on 
the basis of the closing market at Sa- 
vYannah, with appropriate differentials 
to cover freight and traffic cnarg: s.”’ 


Charges of Coercion Brought. 


The defendants were charged witb 
having coerced bankers and brokers 
into making contracts for the storage 
and purchase of their receipts of naval 
stores; with circulating and publishing 
false Sialements as to naval stores 
production and stocks in the hand 
of producers and their immediate rep- 
resentatives; with having issued and 
eaused to be circulated and hypothe- 
cated fraudulent warehouse receipts. 
Both the latter were eliminated by the 
trial court. which stated that no evi- 
dence had been offered to support 
them 

Count seven, of the indictment, 
eharged fraudulent grading, regrading 


from the producers and distrib- 
The attorney gen- | 
eral continues: 


“The total American crop, which 
was approximately 90 per cent. of the 
world’s crop of naval stores for the; 
year prior to the returns of the in- 
dictment in this case, was about 600,- 
000 barrels of turpentine and 1,000,760 
round barrels or packages of rosin. 
Each of these round barrels or pack- 
ages of rosin contains a little less than 
two standard or quotation barrels of 
rosin, vasama pare ns 280 pounds. 

“Approximately 75 per cent, of the 
American crop of naval stores is pro- 
duced in the states of Georgia and 
Florida, and substantially all in the 
states of North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas. Less than 2 per 
cent. of the entire American crop is 
used in the states producing it. There- 
fore, practically the entire American 
crop enters into the interests of for- 
eign commerce. 

“The market price of turpentine per 
barrel and of rosin per standard or 
quotation barrel of 280 pounds is de- 
termined throughout the United States. 
by the quotation price at Savannah,

Price of Spirits Depressed. 


“He said that during the year under 
investigation the price of spirits of 
turpentine had declined from 63 cents 
per gallon on May 1, 1907, to 48% 
cents per gallon on March 16, 1908. 
It costs at least 50 cents per gallon 
to produce spirits of turpentine and 
accordingly the price had been de- 
pressed below the cost of production. 
He charged that this was done to put 
the Patterson Export Company and 
other small firms out of business. 

“The attorney general referred to 
the claim of petitioners that the trial 
court erred in allowing certain evi- 
dence respecting cheating and swin- 
dling by the defendants to be intro- 
duced at the trial, stating that pros- 
ecution for such acts, if they were com- 
mitted, should be under the state law. 
He said: 

“‘It {s true that the record contains 
a great number of instances in which 
it was shown that the agents of the 
American Naval Stores Company de- 
liberately upgraded barrels of rosin, 
that is to say, sold ‘those barrels at 
higher grades than they had  0been 
marked by the state inspectors of Geor- 
gia and Florida. The record also shows 
that it was the practice of the Na- 
tional Transportation and Terminal 
Company and its officers to reduce the 
contents of barrels of turpentine which 
had been passed by the state inspec- 
tor after the Inspection by that officer. 
Now, the theory of the government 
was that these were means used by 
the defendants in order to obtain a 
monopoly and in order to put their 
competitors out of business. 


As to Jurisdiction of Court. 


“The attorney genera] insists that 
the contention of the petitioners that 
the circuit court of the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia had no jurisdiction, 
is entirely without merit. 

“He quoted from a decision by Jus- 
tice Holmes of the supreme court in 
the case of the United States versus:

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AERIAL SCOUTS. 
LOCATE TROOPS 


And Successfully Dodge 
- Field Guns. 


Value of Aeroplane as an In- 
strument of War Demon- 
strated by Barrier and Si- 
mon and a Detachment of 
Troops.

San Antonio, Texas, February 4.— 
The value of the aeroplane as an in- 
strument of war, especially for scout- 
ing purposes, was demonstrated to- 
day during maneuvers participated in 
by two monoplanes driven by Rene 
Barrier and Rene Simon and a detach- 
ment of United States troops from 
Fort ' Sam Houston. The experiment 
was with the approval of the war de- 
partment and a report of the conclus- 
ions reached by Lieutenant B. D.

Result of Experiment. 

Briefly, it was shown that from a 
maximum altitude of 38,000 feet small 
bodies of troops may be located; that 
to effectively battle agatnst the air- 
ships a greater elevation than the 5 
degrees now possible with the field 
guns now in use is necessary; that the 
concussion following the discharge of 
light artillery is felt at an altitude 
of 1,000 feet and is sufficient to sway 
the aerial craft; that it is necessary 
that two men be aboard the air ma- 
chine to throw bombs effectively from 
a great height or make accurate cal- 
culations and that, when the altitude 
of .the flying machines is over 2,000 
feet it is difficult to distinguish be- 
tween artillery and cavairy without 
the aid of field glasses. 

Simon and Barrier left the ground 
Simultaneously. The former was the 
first to report his observations. ,He 
accurately described not only the posi- 
tion of the guns, but the number of 
men and horses and the roads leading 
to the vicinity of the entrencheg field 
pieces. 

Barrier did not fare so well. He 
discovered two of the guns, but before 
he sighted the other it had opened up 
on him.

So SenatorCummins Says 
in Frank Speech.

New York, February 4.—In a speech 
remarkable for frankness and direct- 
neas, Senator Albert B. Cummins, of 
Iowa, a member of the senate commit- 
tee on interstate commerce, told the 
republican club here today what an 
important work the interstate com- 
merce commission is performing for 
the people and how the manner and 
trend of that performance are bound 
to make themselves deeply felt in the 
structure of our future government 
and the articulate expression of the 
national consciousness. 

As he spoke F. D. Underwood, presi- 
dent of the Erie railroad, and B. F. 
Yoakum, chairman of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, listened with attention. 

Marlier Problems Reviewed. 

The senator reviewed the _ earlier 
problem of production with which the 
companion problem of distribution, he 
said, had kept such laggard pace that 
the foremost concern of every man, 
woman and child had now become to 
see “how he or she may get a fair 
Share of the product of his or her 
work.” 

He summarized the struggle of the 
people, acting through congress, to 
control of one phase of distribution-—— 
that part assigned to the railroads. The 
slow and painful progress of that 
struggle, he thought, a forceful argu- 
ment for the initiative. 

“Does anyone believe,” he asked, 
“that if the people had possessed the 
initiative, they would not have obtain- 
ed what they wanted in less than nine 
years, that is the reason that [I foresee 
such a change in our form of govern- 
ment.” . 


As to Physical Valuation. 

Regarding physical valuation,

The conference originally 
tended to discuss the opium traffic ex- 
clusively, but a short time ago, at the 
behest of Great Britain. one of the 
powers represented, morphinefand co- 
caine were added to the subjects or 
discussion. “Italy followed shortly with 
the demand that the conference not 
only find ways to restrict the traffic in 
opium and other drugs, but the dead- 
ly cannabis, or pasheesh, made from 
Indian hemp, which dealt in by 
smugglers on Italian shores. 

The state department, it Stated, 
in commissioning delegates to the con- 
ference, will promulgate’ § instructions 
covering the entire fleld of habit-form- 
ing drugs, so that the commissioners 
from America will not only have full 
Signatory powers in regard to the 
traffic in the main drugs which are 
threatening manhood, but will have 
liberty to go as far as any nation 
wishing in imposing restrictive meas- 
ures on any other drug. 

Two of the American delegates will 
be Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, Protest- 
ant Episcapol bishop of the Philip- 
pines, and Dr. Hamilton Wright, of 
the state department. Charles D. Ten- 
ney, Chinese secretary of the Ameri- 
can legation at Pekin, who served on 
the commission, will be replaced by 
another delegate, whom rumor has it, 
is to be a person prominent in Amer- 
ican college circles. 

The nations which will participate 
in the conference are, besides the 
United States, China, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Japan, the Netherlands, 
Portugal, Russia, Austria-Hungary and

GRANGE TURNS. 
UN RECIPROCITY 


Order Begins Fight on 
Trade Agreement. 


Claiming to Represent 1,000,- 
000 Farmers in 30 States, 
Grange Legislative Commit- 
tee Calls on Congress to De- 
feat the Reciprocity Scheme. 


iNew York, February 4-—The ma- 
chinery of the National Grange, an 
organization claiming a membership of 
‘@ million farmers, in thirty states, 
has been started to defeat the ratifi- 
cation by congress of the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty. The legislative 
committee of the Grange, at a special 
meeting today at the Hotel Manhat- 
tan, adopted a resolution protesting 
against the enactment of the reciproc- 
ity bill, called upon the membersship 
to exert pressure On congressmen from 
their various districts to vote against 
the measure and decided to g0 to 
Washington to map out a campaign 
there. 

Ex-Governor J. Bachelder, of Con- 
cord, chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee, declared today the national 
body was composed of 7,500 granges 
Scattered throughout the northern half 
of the United States from Maine to 
California, and that it was his opinion 
the granges would support the com- 
mittee unanimously. 

Not Opposed to General Revision. 
“We are not opposed to a general re- 
duction of the tariff,’’ said Mr. Atkinson 
of the committee, “but we are opposed 
to any arrangement which will make 
fish of one industry and flesh of an- 
other. Regulate the tariff, yes, but 
do it all at once, and not by a reci- 
procity treaty with a country that ex- 
ports agricultural products almost ex- 
Clusively. Remove the tariff on steel 
and iron and manufactured articles 
along with farm products, and we won't 
object. But we don’t think it fair to 
compel the farmers to compete with 
with foreign products and allow the 
manufacturers to derive the benefit of 
@ high protective tariff. 

“Acting along these lines, we have 
decided to oppose the enactment of 
the bill. The committee issued a state- 
ment this afternoon which will be sent 
to every one of the 7,500 granges in 
the Organization. These have a mem- 
bership of 60 to 1,000 farmers each. 
We shall ask every farmer to write his 
representative in congress urging him 
to vote against the bill I think we 
cran defeat it in this manner, but we 
arenot going to take any chances, and 
the committee has decided to go to 
Washington and work for that end. 

Text of the Protest. 

In its statement, the committee says 
that acting in response to thousands 
of letters and telegrams urging it to 
protect the farmers’ interests, the pro- 
test is issued. The protest follows: 

“The undersigned, representing the 


present principal organization of farm- 
ers in the United States, earnestly pro- 
test against the enactment of the Ca- 
nadian recipricity bill now pending in 
cOngress for the following reasons: 

“1. The bill provides for the admis- 
sion, free of duty, of all Canadian farm 
products. Since Canada is the only 
country from which any considerable 
quantity of these products can under 
any circumstances be imported, this 
would result in practically free trade 
in everything the farmer produces. 

"2. While putting.farm products on 
the free list, the reciprocity bill makes 
no material reduction in the high 
tariff on all the manufactured articles 
the farmer buys, and, therefore, gives 
no relief from the heavy burden of tax- 
ation imposed by these duties.

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CITIZENS MAY GO TO COURT 
TOSAVE TALLULAH FALLS 


Shall scenic beauty give way to com- 
mercial development? 

Shall Georgia’s far-famed “beauty 
spet,”’ Tallulah Falls, be offered as a 
sacrifice en the altar of commercialism 
and be utilized to furnish power for a 
gigantic electric plant? 

These are questions which the courte 
will be ealled upon toe weigh in the bal- 
. amce at an eariy date, accordng t3 
current reports. 

Followirg the announcement that 
the Georgia Power Company had ge- 
cured options on the Tallulah Falis 
property with a view to harnessing its 
power for the generation of electric- 
ity, it has been reported that a num- 
ber of owners of property at Tallulah 
@re arrangng to go into court and 
request an injunction against the util- 
ization of the falls for that purpose. 

May Take Legal Steps. 

It is stated that the property own- 
ers some time ago took under coneid- 
eration the advisability of taking legal 
steps to secure the preservation of the 
falls, and that they have. practically 
decided to take this step at an early 
date. 

Should the case be taken into the 
courts, the property owners will have 
back of them the decision of a Colora- 
do United States court judge who held 
that scenic beauty is as important an 
asset as commercial development, and 
_he accordingly enjoined a power com- 
pany from utilizing the ys at Cag- 
cade Town, in that state.

Washington, February 4.—(Special.) 
Representative HBdwards, of Georgia, 
today secured the adoption of an 
amendment to the agricultural appro- 
priation bill apropriating $32,350 for 
the inspection of ginning, handiing, 
wrapping, baling and grading cotton. 
The law now provides for investiga- 
tion all the above subjects except the 
ginning of ecotton. In urging the 
amendment Mr. Edwards stated that 
often the farmer secures less than a 
fair price for his eotton beeause of 
faulty ginning, by meang of which the 
staple is damaged. 

He expects to offer another amend- 
ment providing for federal inspection 
of fertilizers sold to the trade. 
Whether this will be supported by 
the states’ rights democrats is not 
known.

TO SAVE MISTRESS 


Russ Poisoner Now Re- 
tracts His Confession. 


Doctor Who Confessed to Kill- 
ing Prominent People as a 
Regular Business, Now De- 
clares That His Confession 
Was Utterly False. 


St. Petersburg, February 4.—Dr. 
Pantchenko, who has twice pleaded 
guilty to the murder of Count Vas- 
silli Bouturlin and who, prior to his 
appearance on the witness stand, made 
an elaborate confession of guilt, later 
retracting parts of it and modifying 
other parts, today astonished the 
crowded courtroom with a sweeping 
denial of his confession and a state- 
ment that he had been induced to make 
edmissions of guilt on the promise 
that his mistress, Mme. Muravieff, 
would be freed from charges and that 
he, himself, would be released from 
custody. 

Pantchenko, who has been wavering 
from hig confession for the last two 
or three days, followed the testimony 
closely during that time. Yesterday, 
after the medical experts: had testi- 
fied that Bouturlin’s death was due to 
poison, and that the poison might have 
been diphtherial toxin, Pantchenko re- 
fused to answer whether he had _in- 
Jected diphtherial toxin into 


Count 
Bouturlin. Today he denied that he 
had done so, and 


retracted absolutely 
his original story. 


Always in Need of Money. 

Several witnesses were put on the 
stand today, including the servants of 
the Muravjeff and Bouturlin house- 
holds. They testified the poisoning 
of Count Bourturlin had become back- 
stairs gossip even before the Ceunt 
died. It was common talk that Pant- 
chenko was always in neeg of money. 
According to the testimony, Mme. 
Muravieff’s servant boasted to the 
front-door porter “my mistress is soon 
to become rich.” 

A servant of the 
came to summon Dr. 
said to the porter: 

“He poisoned our master: 
doesn’t come to see him.” 

Evidence was adduced to show that 
Pantchenko and Count O’Brien de 
Lassy, who is charged with having 
hired Pantchenko to kill Bouturlin, 
had numerous conversations over the 
phone, and that de Lassy once called 
in person. 

Servants at the Grand Hotel testi- 
fied: that de Lassy stopped there from 
May 12 to May 18, 1910. The poisonous 
injections are said to have been made 
on May 15 and 16. Throughout that 
period de Lassy was in close com- 
munication with Pantchenko. 

Irascible, But Loving Mother. 

A student, tutor of Mme. Muravieff's 
children, described her as an tirascibie 
person, but a loving mother, at which 
Mme. Muravieff went into hysterics, 
and the session of the court wag in- 
terrupted. Pantchenko tenderly wrap- 
ped her in his fur coat. 

On the resumption of proceedings, 
an officer, Starikoff, entered the court- 
room and bowed to the woman, who 
nodded cheerfully in reply. Starikoff 
testified that Mme. Muravieff’s hus- 
band, when he was dying, had intrust- 
ed his family to the care of Dr. Pant- 
chenko, and the latter swore not to 
forsake them.

Paris, February 4.—"Is France real- 
ly on the verge of a new revolution?” 
This is the question that serious ob- 
servers are asking since the great 
rallway strike, when the government 
ealled out the troops ang mebilised 
under army regulations the rallway 
employees. Everyone m the Paria 
cafes, In the hotels and on the boule- 
vards is talking of the serious aspect 
the working-class movement has 
taken. ; 

Naturally, among forty million peo- 
ple there are divergent views as to 
what may happen tomorrow or next 
day. They are royalists who become 
heroic by pulling the beard of the pres- 
ident of the republic, or by striking 
the prime minister in the face; re- 
publicans adrift somewhere in the 
chaos between a form of government 
representing absolute authority er ne 
authority at all; socialists who wish to 
work for the state, and not private 
companies; and anarchists, who are 
by no means few, who are jooking for- 
ward to the coming commune; and all 
of these are fighting for their ideas 
with courage, and more or less dexter- 
ity. 

The official view of the situation 
as expressed recently by M. Briand, 
the prime minister, in the chamber of 
deputies, is that the government was 
face to face with a serious revolu- 
tionary plot to overthrow the republic. 
One thing is certain: Gustave Herve, 
leader of the left wing of the sacial- 
ist party, who was believed to be di- 
recting the movement from  prisen 
where he is serving four years for a 
subversive article published in his 
newspaper, the “Secial War,” was 
placed “in secret.” A large number

Revolution in the Blood, 

Those whe think that this is enly an 
Utepian dream, don’t know rance. 
Revolution is in the blood of the peo- 
ple, and is likely to break out at any 
time. As a matter of tact, this very 
communism has been iried in Jaris 
before but not on modern scientific 
lines. ‘Those who believe socialism 
chimerical, however, should remember 
that in France at the head of the 
last government were three avowed s0- 
cialists, and that the present prime 
minister rose to power from the ranks 
of the anarehists by preaching the 
revolutionary general strike. That he 
has gone over today to the reaction- 
aries, does not change matters, for 
the political ladder he rose upon atill 
exiais and still leads to power. 

Few persons who have not studied 
modern France know to what extent 
the communistic idea has taken hold 
on the masses. There exist in France 
today many purely communigstic enter- 
prises and whole forests in Bavoie be- 
long to the people, in which one may 
cut freely what timber he desires for 
his own use or for firewood. During 
the flood in Paris last wpring, for in- 
stances, In spite of the theory that the 
law of supply and demand regulates 
the price of food, the government 
closed shops which attempted to ralse 
the price of food during the searcity, 
and police were sent to rescue such 
mercenary shopkeepers from being 
lynched after the populace’ had 
wrecked their shops. And the French

to be seen. A little incident the other 
day in the rue Vercingertorix, a work- 
ing-class quarter, revealed to me the 
smouldering anger of the people. A 
small boy was whistling the "“Marsel!l- 
laise,”’ the national republican anthem. 
“Stop that tune!’ called out one of 
a group of women. 
“Why? the child asked, little think- 
tng the tune had political signifi- 
cance. 
“A bas la republique'!” she cried, 
and there was a dead silence. 
Not a few persons believe that the 
government made a tactical blunder in 
forcing military service on the strikers 
and then ordering them, as soldiers, un- 
der gerious penalties for disobedience, 
to return to work. One reason is that 
the government has placed itself under 
the imputation of taking sides in a dis- 
pute between the Northern railway, 
owned privately and directed by the 
Rothschilds, and its employees in re- 
volt. The men were striking for $1 a 
day wage, which they declare is not 
much to ask of the richest interna- 
tional bankers in the world. Having 
crushed the workers for the benefit of 
the great private corporations, it is ar- 
gued, the government has gained the 
hatred of the entire working popula- 
tion. In the second place, the govern- 
ment has given the army cause for dis- 
content. According to glorious tradi- 
tion the French troops exist to protect 
France from foreign invasion. The 
government, however, has turned the 
army into a band of armed Pinkertons 
to protect the property of the Roths- 
child family, the famous bankers, who, 
in France, are French; in Germany, 
Germans, and in Great Britain are Eng- 
lishmen. One of the soldiers, himself 
a labor unionist, flatly refused to 
march against his comrades, and the 
government punished him by sentenc- 
ing him to six mopths in prison. Dven 
the violent revolutionists do not ask 
for better anti-militarist propaganda 
than this 

Society Is Divided. 
In Frd@nce today society its divided 
sharPiy into two great classes antago- 
nistic to each other. On one side of 
the “barricade,” as Paul Bourget calls 
it, age the rich middle clags and capital- 
ists, who are in control of the wealth 
of the nation. On the other side is the 
great army of workers who are fight- 
ing for the mere necessities of life. 
There are no longer any pleasant i]- 
lusions here about peace and co-opera- 
tion between the capitalists and the 
workers. A class war is being waged, 
and both sides are using every means 
to gain the ascendency. Both are or- 
ganized and acting more or less in se- 


“eret. 


The financiers, pushing the theory of 
capitalism to its logical conclusions, 
present a “collective” front against the 
growing tide of democracy. The 
“money trust” in France is probably the 
greatest combination of wealth ever 
known. It controls the newspapers, 
and has stifled criticism. Allied with 
the financiers are the great industrial 
employers; and, since M. Briand mobil- 
ized the railroad strikers as soldiers 
and forced them back to work, the big 
steamship companies are preparing se-+ 
eretiy to insist that the same thing 
shall be done in case of trouble with 
their employees. They will demand

to Belgium to avoid arrest. 
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that the navy be calied on to furnish 
“blackleg” labor to break the next 
strike among the sailors and dockers. 
And if the government interferes in a 
strike among the marine transporta- 
tion companies “on the ground of pub- 
lic interest,” then the same reason will 
exist to mobilize the bakers in case 
they strike, the butchers, and, in fact, 
the whole industrial army down to the 
grave diggers, for bread makers and 
cemetery workers are just as important 
in their way to the social system as the 
men who run the railroads or steam: 
ships. 
Te Meet Force With Force. 

These plans are quite apparent to the 
labor leaders, who are fully prepared 
to meet force with force. For this rea- 
son many observers think the employ- 
ers, metaphorically, are playing with 
dynamite, and that if they do not desist 
and find some working basis for agree- 
ment with the workers the revolutioa 
ig only a question of time. Serious men 
believe that the time will be short 
Pataud, leader of the electrical work- 
ers, who, it will recalled, not long ago 
plunged Paris into darkness, says the 
dance has not yet begun, and that what 
has gone before has been only the tun- 
ing of the fiddles. 

To call attention to the rising tide 
of revolution everywhere, one has only 
to point to events in Turkey, Persia, 
Portugal and the struggle today in 
England againat hereditary privilege. 
These revolutions, however, are a gen- 
eration late and, therefore, are nothing 
new. In France, however, there is an 
effort to realize the dreams of the 
present generation. Prince ropot- 
kin predicts that in case the socialists 
take Paris, only a few weaks will 
elapse before revolutionary uprisings 
will follow in Berlin, Vienna, London 
and St. Petersburg. Owing to the mo- 
mentous issue at stake, the situation 
is intensely interesting, no matter 
which point. of view one takes in the 
controversy. 

On the democratic side of the “bar- 
ricade’’ in France are two great par- 
ties, the reformists and the revolution- 
imts. At the head of the former is 
Jean Jaures, political director of the 
daily socialist newspaper, l’Humanite, 
and leader of the socialist party in the 
chamber of deputies. M. Jaures rep- 
resents the moderate socialistic view, 
which believes in parliamentary action 
and the establishment of the social 
democracy by legal evolution. Al- 
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feady the state has a monopoly in 
matches and tobacco, and has bought 
one railroad, ang Jaures and his party 
are fighting for an extension of these 
monopolies until the state eventually 
controls the production and digtribu- 
tion of all wealth. This is undoubted- 
ly @ slow process and costly, as was 
shown by the purchase of the Western 
railway, when the owners, with the aid 
ef the politicians, saddled on the pub- 
lic, at an enormous price, a railroad 
that is always breaking down. Before 
the rallroad can be termed first-class, 
it will have to be rebuilt almost en- 
tirely, and its rolling stock replaced. 
Having foisted on the public so much 
ecrap iron at the cost of $60,000,000, 
the capitalists make capital of the fact 
that the state-owned junk won't run. 
State socialism, therefore, they say, 
is a failure. 
The Revolutionary Party. 

What is giving the government con- 
wirn, however, is the revolutionary 
party. Gustave Herve estimates that 
in case of a general uprising the num- 
ber of possible strikers would be 
8,000,000, amg most of these, he de- 
Glares, are Out for revolution, and not 
for reform. The truth of this was 
shown when M. Neill, secretary of the 
Confederation Generale du Travail, 
which is the central syndicate of more 
than 2,600 trade unions, was forced to 
resign because of his “reformist” ideas, 
to make room for a revolutionary. And 
the attitude of the extremists was 
voiced again recently by Herve, who, 
when the police turned loose dogs on 
the strilkers, publicly warned the po- 
lige prefecture that if this occurred 
again, the anarchists would reply with 
bombs. Dogs have not been used 
eince. 

The revolutionists preach “direct ac- 
tion’’ instead of political action, the 
general strike as aie revolutionary 
weapon; violence when opposed by vio- 
lence; and “sabotage,” or the wilful 
damage of property during strikes. Re- 
cently, since the government has re- 
fused to permit strikes among railroad 
workers, ‘sabotage’ has taken another 
turn. Parcels sent by the railroads 
are accumulating in great confusion, 
and when deliveries ere made, instead 
of getting a carload of coal, as ordered, 
a merchant may receive a cargo of 
potatoes. The government is experi- 
encing the reality of the old fable that 
one may a horse to water, but 
eannot make him drink. 

Instead of state socialism, most of 
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Lucky Shakespeare!

Some twenty thousand plays a year 
are received in manuscript form by the 
various theaters in New York. The 
New theater gets an average of fifteen 
a day; David Belasco, about twenty, 
with nearly an equal number for Henry 
B. Harria’ The reader at the New 
theater is rather more optimistic than 
the others, for he says that among the 
fifteen hig secretary finds about three 
good enough to pass up to him for fur- 
ther consideration. At the Belasco, the 
run of the offerings is usually hopeless, 
many of them coming from the most 
illiterate sources; while out of the 
thousands of “‘scripts’’ sent to Mr. Har- 
ris every year he has never found one 
worthy of production. The plays he 
has staged have come to him from peo- 
ple he already knew, and this supply 
is so small that Robert Edeson has 


been forced to write one for himself, | 
And yet all |. or 


adapting it from a novel. 
the leading theaters now maintain a 
play bureau, and examine everything 
that is offered, in the persistent hope 
of finding another “Paid in Full,” “For- 
tune Hunter,” or “Seven Days.” 

I said that more people write plays 
than read them, and I am taking into 
account the paid readers to whom thou- 
sands of amateur efforts are delivered 
day after day. For, even if- you are 
paid for doing so, it is of small use to 
wade through one or two hundred 
pages of drivel, with perhaps fifteen 
scenes and forty parts. A cursory 
glance will tell you more of the im- 
practicability of a play than of a book 
manuscript, as the stage has more lim- 
itations than the printing press. 

Although, on the face of it, play 
writing seems infinitely more simple 
than story writing, the task is far and 
away more difficult—more difficult to- 
day even than it was in Shakespeare’s 
time, when the dramatist was permit- 
ted to change the scene as often ag he 
liked, for the very good reason that 
there wasn't any scenery to be shifted. 
Now you are restricted to four acts, 
as a rule; and if you require a change 
of get in any one of them, you diminish 
the chances of your play’s acceptance 
by that much. Thus you are obliged 
to make it seem reasonable that your 
characters will be in only four differ- 
ent places throughout the/entire action 
of the plece. 

Again, in a story destined for print 
your flow of thought is not being con- 
stantly interrupted by the exigencies 
of looking after stage business. For 
instance, you Bend the servant after a 
letter or newspaper. in a play you 
must remember to calculate about the 
time it’: would take him to find it, and 
then make a break in your main 
thread to bring him back on the scene, 
and set down a few words of dialogue 
to mark the close of the _  ineident. 
Meanwhile you may have forgotten the 
brilliant idea that had suggested itself 
to you for the next speech. 

Once more, in a play you must con- 
dense into three hours—or about twen- 
ty thousand words—a story which, in 
the form of a novel, would cover from 
three to four hundred printed pages, 
containing eighty or a hundred thou- 
sand words, Of late, to inorease the 
dramatist’s difficulties, the managers 
have evinced a decided preference for 
plays with consecutive aotion—that is 
to say, with no interval of more than 
a night, at most, between the acta, 
Then you must also remember that it 
i not wise to burden your play with 
more than fourteen characters, with a 
carefuily graded allotment of work for 
each one—unless you are writing for 
a star, when you are in bad case, in- 
deed—placed between the Scylla of the 
lady herself, who demands everything, 
and tne Charybdis of the critics, wh« 
will,chide you for giving [{t to hen

Mrs. Horace West says ‘that in con-

tending court, and other official funo- 
tions to which, ag the wife of a gen- 
tleman usher, she was entitled, where- 
as, it was owing to her husband’s 
conduct that she was forced to leave 
him.

The na- 
val officer especially requested the 
Secretary to deny ail sensational re- 
ports that there was an extensive out- 
break of the malady on ‘the vessel. 

The ship sailed from Puerto Cortez, 
Honduras, on Wednesday, for Key 
West, and Commander Cooper in his 
dispatch today stated that the vesse! 
had been fumigated. 

The Marietta will fbe thoroughly 
overhauled from a sanitary stand- 
point at the marine hospital quaran- 
tine station st Dry Tortugas. The ill 
men will ‘a7 safeguarded and the re- 
mainder the crew held under ob- 
servation for a time. Then the vessel 
and the unaffected members of ‘he 
crew will be ordered north in order 
that any possible remaining germs 
may be killed by the colder climate. 


SIXTY-NINE COWS 
HAD TUBERCULOSIS 


Fine Herd of Jersey Cattle 
Killed by Alabama 
Inspectors. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 4.— 
Every cow of the sixty-nine suspects 
on which Dairy Inspector Armstrong 
Hull has been working for the last 
week has been killed. Each of them 
had a pronounced case of tuberculosis. 
In the herd there were 133 Jersey cows 
all blooded stock, but their high value 
did not spare them. 

This is considered the largest num- 
ber of condemned animals in one herd 
ever disposed of in the south, and en- 
tailed a financial loss of $86,000.

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SAVING THE BLIND BABIES: 
SPECIAL- TRAINING NEEDED

A baby that is born blind presents 
a strangely pitiful problem to modern 
philanthropy. It has @ soul. It has a 
mind that conditions combine to stunt. 
It has physical organs that need to 
be kept in normal] operation. The eye, 
through which babyhood receives, com- 
monly, perhaps nine-tenths of the im- 
pressions that mean the earliest ‘‘ed- 
ucation” ig lacking. The baby In its 
first year works harder than at any 
other time in life, getting a grip on 
vital things. Tennyson's !ines empha- 
size this: 


“The baby, new to earth and sky, 
What time his infant hands 
pressed i 
Against the circle of the br®Bast ° 
Has never thought that this is ‘I.’ 


are 


“But. as he grows he gathers much, 


And learns the use of ‘I’ and ‘me,’ 
And finds I am not what I see 
And other than the things I touch. 


Now the blind baby has to come to 
this apprehension of the ego by de- 
vious processes, through touch, héar- 
ing, and the sense of smell. The work 
is heavier. And help from the un- 
trained parent is not to be expected, 
even where the parent is not compelled 
by the need of earning a livelihood to 
neglect the loved little boy or girl. 
With children who can see, the parent 
has the guide of personal memories 
running back almost to babyhood, and 
the guide of common and conventional 
treatment of babies. Both fail miser- 
ably when applied to the case of the 
blind baby. 

Until the International Sunshine So- 
clety ‘established its first “Home for 
Blind Babies’’ such infants took their 
chances with special attendants, always 
unscientific and often unsympathetic, 
if the parents were more than well- 
to-do people; or in middle-class homes, 
were fed and washed and pitied by af- 
fertionate mothers whose ideas of 
drawing out the mind were primitive 
and impossible; or in the wage earn- 
ing class they were left long hours 
each day, locked in rooms or even tied 
up, to guard againgt accident, while 
the mother earned a living; or, if 
foundlings, they were picked up and 
classed as idiots and made to become 
idiots by institutional surroundings. 

For example, Randall's Island which 
takes all children of New York city 
who are direct dependants on public 
charity, took blind babies with the 
rest. It had neither the needed ap- 
propriation nor the space, nor the 
trained assistance requisite specially to 
eare for the blind. It had no place 
to put them save with the other de- 
fectives, and it put them there. In all 
the United States there was and is 
now, so far as I have been able to dis- 
cover, no institution for blind babies, 
outside of the Internationa) Sunshine 
Society’s activities. The eity institu- 
tions, here, takes children over 8 years. 
The state institution at Batavia takes 
them at 5 years, if they are bight and 
norma] outside of their blindness, and 
have been taught to care for them- 
selves in a measure. The age Iimit at 
six schools in the United States is 5 
years, at one it is 12. 

Help toward mental unfolding and 
is what 
the blind baby needs, rather than 
pity: and pity is even a disadvantage 
in that it saps the self-respect of any 
human being to be pitied. “Mother 
love” in the home too often shields 
the blind child from what is best for 
it. The little legs are unemployed, for 
fear of a fall down stairs or some oth- 
er injury. The child is fed on liquids 
because it is afraid of solids in the 
mouth, even of sugar lumps, instead 
of being encouraged to chew and di- 
gest what is strengthening and what 
the stomach and the whole system 
need. The picking at the eyes, com- 
mon to all blind children—a perilous 
phase of the sight-lust, probably pro- 
ducing a sensation like the “seeing 
of stars” from a fall—goes or without 
check in the home. The mother does 
not understand that it means. real 
idiocy or death if not restrained. 

In the Dyker Heitghts Home the lit- 
tle body is nourished, oiled, massaged, 
while the mind is being slowly awak- 
ened. Out of eighty-two cases, only 
one has been given up as hopeless. But 
often it was months before any sign 
of mind appeared. In that of one lit- 
tle girl it took two years to teach her 
that her hand could grasp an object 
and lay it down at will, Now she 
walks and talks, and shows much in- 
telligence. Another little girl was 5 
years old when five years ago we took 
her from the Randall’s Island “idiot 
department,” where she was thought 
to be untrainable, hopelessly feeble- 
minded. She is now in the fifth read- 
er, New York Point. The other day 
she said to a gentleman who called 
at the home, “Oh, I am taking the Ht- 
erary course at the city school.” 

These children are often hampered 
but by having 
been partially crippled by non-use of 
limbs, workers at the Dyker 
me have trained eighty- 
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two children, and graduated thirty-

seven; many of whom have entered the 
New York school for the blind at Thir- 
ty-fourth street and Ninth avenue, 
where the required age is 8 years, and 
where they are all doing well. Dy ker 
Heights Home is a demonstration of 
what is needed, and an illustration of 
the way the need can best be met. 

When the New Jersey home for blind 
babies wag first projected there was a 
list of thirty-one bling babies in New 
Jersey. A year later only one of these 
could be traced, and neariy all were 
dead. There are: about $0,000 
blind in the United States. How many 
died in babyhood Is a pitiful question. 
Most of the adult blind are absolutely 
dependent persona; without grace, 
without poise, without the inner life 
that means so much to al) of us, the 
life of imagination which books and 
thought develop. Taken in baby hood 
they might in many cases have been 
made self-supporting. In nearly all 
cases their lives could have been ren- 
dered richer, fuller, better worth liv- 
ing. In the constructive imagination 
of the author, in the art of the orator. 
in music, instrumental or vocal, inter- 
pretative or creative, a bling person 
has almost an equal chance with one 
who can see, because of the mental 
concentration easy to one not confused 
or distracted by sight images. 
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FIVE INNOCENT MEN 
IN A GERMAN PRISON 


They Were Convicted by ‘the 
Perjury of Two 
Officials. 


Berlin, February 4.—(Special Cable.) 
The discovery that five men, who were 
prominently connected with a@ socialist 
organization and who have been six- 
teen years in a penitentiary serving 
sentences are innocent of the offense 
for which they were condemned has 
deeply stirred public opinion in Ger- 
many. The men were sentenced in 
1895 on the charge of perjury. They 
were condemned largely on the evi- 
dence of two police officials who swore 
that the men had testified falsely re- 
garding the conduct of the police at a 
meeting of working men near Essen. 

It now develops that the evidence of 
the police officials was perjury. 

The case places a difficult question 
up to the judicial authorities. Under 
the German law the men are entitled 
to heavy damages, and the courts must 
fix the amount due.

EXECUTION OF WHITE .WOMAN 


Americus, Ga., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)-eAmericus people who recall viv- 
idly the public execution of Mrs. Su- 
san Eberhardt, the first and only wom- 
an ever hanged in Georgia, will await 
with interest the plea of clemency 
made in behalf of a negro girl, Rosa 
Lee Symms, who is sentenced to be 
hanged’'in Burke next week. 

The execution of the Symms woman 
will be the first since Mrs. Eberhardt, 
a well-known white woman, was hang- 
ed in 1873—thirty-eight long years 
ago. ° 

Since that time the courts of Geor- 
gia have halted at hanging women, 
and*send those convicted of crime to 
the penitentiary instead. ‘This fate, 
thought horrible in former years, is 
considered less barbarous than hang- 
ing. 

The negro girl sentenced to hang in 
Burke on Wednesday next, the 8th, ts 
implicated in the murder of a white 
farmer there named Jones. 

The Crime in Burke. 

The negro girl, who was an orphan 
and with no one to guide her in right 
paths, asked Jones for money to make | 
a trip to a netghboring town. 
refused and so possessed had she be- 
come with the idea of going that she 
asked a burly negro man of her ac~- 
quaintance to kill Jones. 

Jones was,a bachelor, living alene 
in a small house, and the negro man 
went there and shot him dead. He 
was arrested and implicated the negro 

irl. 

* Both the defendants were found 
guilty and sentenced to death. It is 
said that the girl is nothing more 


She was ' 


than an untutored child, and really 
thought she was not to be held ac- 


countable because of her asking the 


negro man to kill the farmer. 

The prison board meets next Tues- 
day, the day before the date set for 
the girl’s execution. A respite will 
doubtless be granted. 

The Crime in Webster. 

The legal hanging of the woman, 

s0 well remembered in Americus, oc- 
curred Over in Webster, and the double 
execution of Mrs: Eberhardt and her 
friend, Spann, was witnessed by sev- 
eral citigens here. They were hang- 
ed for the murder of Spann's wife, and 
the double execution was witnessed 
by hundreds. 
The execution of Spann and Mrs. 
Eberhardt aroused the greatest inter- 
est, and every possible effort was put 
forth to save her from such an igno- 
minious fate. 

Spann, it was said, actually com- 
mitted the atrocious crime of wife 
murder, killing his wife because of 
his infatuation for Mrs. Eberhardt, 
a comelier young woman. After the 
crime was committed Spann and Mrs. 
Eberhardt fled from Webster, but they 
were caught and brought back. 

They were tried for the atrocious 
crime at Preston, Webster county. 

Efforts to Save the Woman. 

The trial of Spann and Mrs. Eber- 
hardt aroused intense interest, and 
lasted through one week. Both were 
adjudged guilty and sentenced to the 
gibbet. The supreme court affirmea 
the verdict, ana then Governor Milt 
Smith was appealed to for commuta- 
tion of the woman's death sentence.

EXCELLENT TALK MADE 
AT MOTHERS’ CONGRESS 

The Saturday morning session of the 
Mothers’ Congress was unusually in- 
teresting, and a number of excellent 
talks were made by interesting lectur- 
ers; but perhaps the most practical ad- 
dress made was that by Dr. D. H. 
Kress, of Washington City, his subject 
being ‘“‘Body Building, or the Intelli- 
gent Feeding of the Growing Child.” 

While Dr. Kress has the medical 
knowledge with which to present his 
subject in a scientific manner, he has 
also had the actual experience with a 
sarge number of children of his own 
which enables him to talk in a satis- 
factory way to the mothers. 

Dr. Kress started out by condemning 
the use of coffee, teas, coca-cola and 
all other narcotic and _ stimulating 
drink not only for the child himself, 
but on the part of the mother during 
the infancy of the child. 

In selecting the food for the child it 
is not quantity, but quality. that 
counts, said Dr. Kress; and if all the 
food element, are wisely combined in 
a few articles of food for the child’s 
diet, he will be much better off than 
if he is allowed to eat much meat, 
sugars and other unwholesome and in- 
digestible foods. 

He particularly warned the mothers 
against allowing their children to eata 
great deal of sugar and milk combined, 
as they caused fermentation in the 
child’s stomach. 

Foods to Avoid. 

All pasty foods, such as porridges 
and gruels not cookedg@™’-fficiently, 
should be avoided, Dr. K said, and 
“above all things teach him to masti- 
eate his food thoroughly. The art of 
mastication is a lest one.” 

Simplicity in diet is essential for the 
child, the doctor continued, and he does 
not need much meat.

WISCONSIN TO GUARANTEE 
STATE BANK DEPOSITS 
Bill Agreed Upon by Majority 


of the Members of the 
Legislature. 


Februarv 4.—A _ bill 


for the guarantee of bank 
deposits was introduced in the upper 
house of the legislature yesterday by 
Senator Owen. 

The bill has been agreed upon by 
the majority members of the legisla- 
ture. It provides that on the second 
Monday of next January all the state 
banks shall set aside an amount equal 
to 1 per cent of their average daily 
deposits. for a fund to be Known as 
‘depositors’ insurance fund.” 

Every year thereafter they will be 
required to add to this fund one-tenth 
of 1 per cent of the average deposits 
until the total fund equals 2 per cent 
of the average total deposits. 

Claims of depositors against insolv- 
ent banks who have not received more 
than ° per cent interest on deposits 
are to be paid out of this 
fund, which is to be under the control 
of the state commissioner’ of banking. 

It is expected that the guarantee 
fund will amount to $1,262,000 after 
the first 1 per, cent deposits have been 
set aside for it, and $2,500,000 vehen 
the full 2 per cent is paid.

Now that

make known its findings, there are a 
great many people perhaps in Atlanta, 
for only a very few, lesa than a 
hundred, attended the hearing, who 
would like to have in a clear and con- 
densed way exactly what was present- 
ea to the commission. There was 60 
much extraneous matter, and so much 
talk about things that had nothing to 
do with the case that it has been dif- 
ficult perhaps for the ordinary per- 
son to form any intelligent idea of ex- 
actly what the hearing was. 

In the first place, it may be stated 
that there were just two things pre- 
sented to the commission. First, an 
appeal for better service at rush 
hours on some of the lines; and, sec- 
ond, a statement by the street car 
company why an all-night service was 
not needed or required in Atlanta. 

As to the request for a relief of the 
congestion at rush hours, the officials 
of the street car company frankly ad- 
mitted that the complaints were just, 
and showed either how they were g0o- 
ing to remedy the matter or why they 
could not. This was all clear and con- 
cise, and apparently perfectly satis- 
factory to all parties concerned. 

About All-Night Cars. 

In regard to the question of an all- 
night service, or “owl” cars, as the 
system ig called, there was no person 
present at the -hearing who stated to 
the commission that he or anybody 
else that, he knew wanted all-night 
cars, exctpt two city officials. The 
only thing in the way of evidence that 
was submitted -to the commission were 
several copies of The Atlanta Journal 
containing news articles and edito- 
rials, urging an all-night car schedule,

It was further shown by physicians

He stated that 
if it had he at once brought it to the 
attention of the officers, with instruc- 
tions, of cousee, to attend to the mat- 
ter. He also stated that such a case 
had been brought to his notice during 
the latter part of 1910, and that on ir- 
vestigation the machine proved to be 
from out of the city, and had been 
returned home, so that it was impos- 
sible to reach it to make a case. He 
stated that no special orders had been 
given the force ag to speeding auto- 
mobiles, as there were ordinances 
against this, and the officers enforced 
the laws without spedal orders.

“The next spring I planted about 90 
hills of these melon seed. We had a 
spring drouth, with the result that 
they did not come up for about five 
weeks and, getting a late start, pro- 
duced only 6550 melons. With these, 
however, I gave the fattening hogs a 
portion every day until they were 
killed. 

“I saved sufficient seed to plant two 
acres the next spirng. When they 
were gathered in the fall I told my 
farm hands to count them and you 
may be surprised to Know that the 
two acres produced upwards of 4,600 
melons. These were hauled to the 
barn and with them I feed hogs, cows, 
mules and horses during the entire 
winter. The last of these melons was 
fed to the stock on the 16th of the 
next April and were apparently as 
sound at that time as they were the 
previous fall. 

Act as a Lubricant. 

“Stock are exceedingly fond of these 
melons. They seem to act as a lubri- 
cant to the hogs and to give even a 
greater flow of milk from the cows. 

“The citron melons are easily raised. 
Plant them in hills about ten feet 
apart, just as you do watermelons, but 
be sure not to plant them near your 
watermelons, because if you do they 
will mix and your watermelons will 
be about as hard as the citrons. 

“If our hog-raisers would each 
a patch large enough to furnish mel- 
ons for feeding fattening hogs, they 
would find it a profitable experiment, 
but of course, as above indicated, all 
hogs as well as other hoofed stock 
are fond of them. 

“Inasmuch as Georgia is now turn- 
ing her attention to raising her own 
hogs it has occurred to me that my 
experience in the above line may be 
of some advantage to our farmers in 
every quarter of the state.”

Moreover,*‘a good many communities 
took active steps as soon as the train 
movement was suggested to have 
stops provided for. I deny most e6m- 
phatically any intention to overlook 
the interest of any town, section or 
community in this matter I am as 
interested in the agricultural develop- 
ment of one sé ction of the state AS an- 
other.

OLD COURTHOUSE, LANDMARK OF ATLANTA, 
SOON TO GIVE WAY TO MODERN STRUCTURE

Erected in 1881, 

The matin structure was erected in 
1881 by the following officials, whose 
names still appear on the corner- 
stone: 

Daniel Pittman, ordinary; John Col- 
lier, chairman; H. H. Tucker, G. T. 
Dodd and Walter R. Brown, commit- 
tee. The architects were Parkins & 
Bruce; the contractors, Pat Lynch ana 
B. H. Broomhead, and the superintend- 
ent, B. J. Irby. When the building 
was completed it was thrown open 
with much ceremony and looked upon 
with great pride by the people of Ful- 
ton county. It contained offices for 
all the county officials, a large and 
a smalil court room, and a public hall 
in the basement, which was after- 
wards used as a court room.

The improvement of rural schools. 

The aduption of modern methods vy 
farmers of the state.

Taking these three topics as a basis, 
Governor-elect Hoke Smith, in a state- 
ment issued Saturday, outlined the 
-1ews to which he wt!) give expres 
sion in his message to the legislature 
at the session in June. 

Mr. Smith's Statement. 
Governor Smith's statement follows: 
The prosperity of Georgia depends 

primarily upon the net profits derived 
from the cultivation of the soil. 

The problem of the farm is, 
closely identifieq with the tn- 
terests of every man in the state, 
whether he be engaged in farming, 
manufacturing, merchandizing or pro- 
fessional work. 

It is now realized that successfu’ 
farming does not depend simply upon 
manual labor, but that it is a pursuit 
which offers the widest field for 
scientific investigation, and which re- 
quires the very best of trained minds. 

For farm progress in Georgia, 
among others, three things are es- 
sential: 

First. 
schools. 

Second. The 
best methods 
the state. : 

Third. The settlement tn Georgia of 
capable white farmers from other sec- 
tions of our country who will own 
their own farms, live on them and 
work them. 

Rural Schools. 
Of our 8,000 white teachers engaged 
rural school work, probably one- 
of them resign, and go into 
year. 

While our rural! school] teachers are 
earnest and faithful, they have not as 
a rule had that opportunity for prepa- 
ration many of them would have de- 
sired. : 

‘hree-fourths of the county school 
are paid for only a 
of their time, and many of 
them are, therefore, nor In a position 
to furnish leadership and direction for 
the rural school work. 

The state appropriates this year 
$2,500,000 to our public schools. The 
state school commissioner, however 
efficient though he is, cannot alone 
give that supervision and leadership 
which the expenditure of this large 
money justifies. 

I have discussed this subject with 
teachers, legislators, business men and 
farmers. The suggestions I present 
are larwely made up of views ex- 
pressed by others. 

First—Let us create a state board of 
education composed of educators. 

A bill to this effect has been before 
the legislature for four years past 
Ovposition on account of rivalry as to 
positions upon the new board perhaps 
contributed to prevent the passage of 
the bill.

Such a board would certainly present 
suggestions and directions which 
would greatly improve the rural schoo! 
work of the state. 

Supervision of Rural Schools. 

But in addition to such a board, we 
must give the rural schools the benefit 
of more complete supervision. 

To do this I suggest a rural school 
supervisor for each congressional] dis- 
trict, to be elected by the new state 
board of education. 

These supervisors in their respective 
districts could meet with the county 
school commissioners and co-operate 
with them in their work. 

They could meet with the teachers 

every county and aid in holding 
county normal schools, which should 
greatly add to the good work of the 
teachers. 

They could go to the schools and 
stimulate the work in the schools. 

They could help organize boys’ agri- 
cultural clubs and girls’ work. 

They could aid in the instruction of 
agriculture in the rural schools of the 
state. 

They could stimulate the study 
home sanitation. 

They could contribute tmmensely to- 
ward making the school houses in the 
rural sections the center of instruc- 
tion and entertainment both for par- 
ents and for children. 

Instruction in Agriculture. 

Second—The State College of Agri- 
culture is doing a great work for the 
farming interests of Georgia, not alone 
in teaching the boys who attend as stu- 
dents, but in studying problems and 
furnishing information for the use of 
the grown farmers. 

The greatest publicity shoul@ . be 
given through this institution to all 
information which will help men now 
engaged in farming to adopt better

' methods. 


An editor as a part of the staff of the 
State College of Agriculture whose 
duty it would be to furnish every news- 
paper in Georgia willing to publish the 
matter with information daily and 
weekly that will be of service to the 
farmer, would help greatly the rapid 
improvement of farm work. 

The money should be furnished the 
State College of Agriculture to pre- 


|pare bulletins for distribution to all 


farmers in Georgia who agree to read 
them, giving in detail the result of ex- 
periments and the mode of work foal- 
lowed by those farmers who accom- 
plish the best results. 

The classification of the solls of 
Georgia with ah analysis showing their 
plant food, together with detailed 
statements showing the plant food re- 
quired by those things which the 
farmers principally cultivate, should 
be given to every farmer in Georgia 
who will study it. 

The agencies which will 
the speedy improvement

' Knowledge and methods must be Hber- 


ally supported. 

Third—The agencies which are seek- 
ing to bring to Georgia farmers from 
other states should be encouraged. 

Let State Give Ald. 

Active support of the general plan 
to have the state contribute as far as 
possible toward the promotion of farm 
interests should disturb no one. 

Government co-operation for the de- 
velopment of agriculture has proven to 
be wise and necessary in other states 
and countries. 

Iowa in developing seed for the 
farmers of that state has done a great 
work. 

Wisconsin has revolutionized stock 
and cattle breeding by state co-oper- 
ation. 

Perhaps the most marked service to 
agriculture in any country has been 
that of Hungary. 

The government of Hungary estab- 
lished stock breeding farms, cattle 
hreeding farms, hog breeding farms 
and chicken farms, from which at cost, 
improved stock, cattle, etc., were dis- 
tributed. to the immense benefit of the 
people. 

Hungary established seed farms and 
the increased production of the farms 
of Hungary with no appreciable cost 
even to the government, has revolu- 
tionized the farming industries of that 
country. 

Experience has shown that the best 
progress in agriculture has only been 
made in those states and countries 
where the government has recognized 
the duty to actively contribute toward 
the improvement of farm methods and 
rural life.

Peach Growers Are Alarm- 
ed at the Situa- 
tion. 


With warm weather continuing, and 
with no cold wave in sight to hold 
back the budding of the trees, the 
| danger to the fruit crop increases. 
Frujt growers over the entire state 


parently, the only hope for the crop 
now is that mild weather will con- 
tinue for the remainder of the winter 
season, and that the country will be 
favored with an early spring. 

And that, by the way, is rather a 
forlorn hope. In the recollection of 
the oldest inhabitants, there has never 
been a winter that did not have its 
freezing spel] and killing frosts either 
in th® month of February or in March. 

Expect a Cold Spell. 

Fruitgrowers over the state confi- 
dently expect a cold spell either this 
menth or in March. Weather Ob- 
server von Herrmann has expressed 
absolute confidence that it will arrive 
before the winter season is over, 80 
that if the present season of warm 
weather continues a few days longer, 
Georgia will have to look to other sec- 
tions this year for her supply of 
fruit. 

Governor Brown, who is somewhat 
of a weather observer himself, and 
who also observes the effect that 
| weather conditions 
|} other crops, expressed grave fears 
| Saturday for the safety of the peach 
crop this year. 

“I do not recall any year when we 
have had such an extended period of 
warm weather at this time of year,”’ 
| said he, “In other years, of course, 
we have had warm spells in January 
and also in February, but there have 
| been cold spells also during those 
months, which served to keep down 
the sap in the trees and prevent the 
trees from putting out too soon. 

“In 1894 we had a period of warm 
Detergent which caused the trees to bud 
too soon, and this warm wave was 
followed by a freeze which not only 
damaged the fruit crop, but froze the 
sap in the trees and caused the bark 
to split, resulting in great damage. 

“It looks as if we are faced with 
the same condition this year, only it 
appears to be more pronounced. The 
weather has been excessively warm for 
weeks, and it looks now as if it would 
continue warm indefinitely. 

“Unless there is a coldspell at an 
early date to keep the rising of the 
sap in the trees, the damage by the 
freeze which will almost inevitably 
come later on, will not only be to the 
crop this year, but will 
cause the the sap to freeze in the trees, 
with the result that many of them 
will be seriously injured, if not killed, 
outright.” 

Buds Are Developing. 

From all sections of the state the 
agricultural department is continuing 
to receive reports that the warm 
weather has caused the buds to 
velop, and that in many instances they 
are almost ready to open, and promit- 
nent fruit men from many 
have expressed the beltef that a hard 
freeze even at this time would prove 
fatal to most of the fruit»crop.

American Society in 1783. 


Shortly after the surrender of Corn- 
wallis at Yorktown, toward the close of 
the American revolution, the Comte de 
Segur and the Prince de Broglie, two 
young French noblemen, visited Amer- 
ica. In their letters home they gave an 
acciunt of what they saw, relating 
thus, in an intimate manner, their ad- 
ventures in the United States, their im- 
pressions of the country, of the people, 
of the army, of its general-in-chief, 
Washington, and of the society women 
whom they met, especially those of 
Philadelphia and Newport. These let- 
ters, which for q@ century and a quar- 
ter mellowed in the family archives, 
the present Marquis de Segur, member 
of the French academy, loaned to Mrs. 
John Van Vorst, who has translated 
and edited them for the Febuary issue 
of Lippincott’'s Magazine. Few, of any, 
more interesting historical documents 


have a ed in print. 

Cones ne American army and 
its chief, the Comte de Segur gives his 
impressions: : 

“T had expected (he writes) to find 
the soldiers ignorant, badly kept, the 
officers lacking in the polish of our 
older civilization. I recollected the 
early moments of their evolution, 
when farm hands and workmen who 
had never handled a gun precipitated 
themselves, pell-mell, in the name of 
their country, to fight the British ranks, 
presenting to their astonished eyes a 
mass of hayseeds who bore no other 
insignia nor sign of @ uniform than a 
cap upon which was written the word 
‘Liberty.’ You can imagine, then, how 
surprised I was to find a disciplined 
army, with every appearance of order, 
reason, knowledge, and experience. The 
generals, the aides-de-camp, and the 
other officers sbowed in their bearing 
and in their speech nobility, self-re- 
spect, and that natural kindliness which 
seems to me as mueh above politeness 
as a sweet expression is better than a 
forced smile of affected good humor. 
. . « One of my most ardent desires 
was to see the hero of America, Gen- 
eral Washington. The Comte de Ro- 
chambeau had the goodness to present 
me to him. Too often reality falls 
far below what we have imagined to 
ourselves, and our admiration dimin- 
ishes as we perceive the object which 
had excited it. But the true General 
Washington was in absolute harmony 
with the idea I had formed of him. His 
appearance revealed him as he was: 
simple, great, dignified, calm, good, 
strong; these traits were written in his 
face and in his bearing as being the 
qualities of his character. Hfs figure 
was noble, erect; the expression of his 
features gentile, amiable; his smile 
agreeable; his manner simple without 
familiarity, He has none ef the pomp of 
a general in one of our monarchies; 
everything. proclaims him to be the 
hero of a republic. He inspires rather 
than commends respect, and in the 
eyes of all who surround him one can 
see true affection, absolute confidence 
in the chief upon whom they seemed to 

lace all their reliance. General Wash- 
ngton received me with kindness; he 
spoke to me of the gratitude which his 
country would preserve always toward 
the king of France fer his generous 
assistance. He expressed the highest 
praise for General Rochambeau,: he 
commended the bravery and discipline 
in our army, and he pronounced a few 
very flattering words about my father, 
his long service in the army, his 
numerous wounds, ‘worthy ornaments,’ 
said he, ‘for a minister of war.’”’

Coddling the Criminal. 


(Charles C. Nott, Jr., in the Februarg 
Atlantic.) ; 
Some figures will illustrate very 
well the safeguards which the law 
throws around persons accused of 
crime. In the year 1909, 6,401 cases 
of felony were disposed of in the coun- 
ty of New York. Let us see what the 
chances were that out of this large 
number an injustice could have been 
done as against a defendant—not as 
against the state. The grand jury in 
that year dismissed 1,342 cases, leav- 
ing 5,059, no defendant as yet having 
been wronged. Of these 5,059 cases 
the district attorney recommended the 
discharge of defendant, or dismissal of 
the indictment, in 928 cases, leaving 
4,131 cases, and no defendant wronged 
as yet. Of these 4,131 cases, 481 were 
disposed of in various ways (such as 
bail forfeiture, discharges on writs of 
habeas corpus, etc.) favorable to de- 
fendants, leaving 3,650 cases, 
defendant wronged as yet. Out of 
these 3,650 cases, 2,602 defendants 
pleaded guilty, leaving 1,048 eases, and 
still no possibility of injustice to a 
deferidant. In 585 out of these 1,048 
cases, acquittals, either by direction 
of the court or by verdict, resulted, 
leaving only 463 cases out of 6.401, in 
which any mistake against a defendant 
could have been committed. This resi- 
due of 463 cases, winnoweqg out of 
6,401 cases, was invariably presented 
to juries under instructions by t 
court that twelve men would haye to 
be convinced as one man, beyond @& 
reasonable doubt, of the defendant’s 
guilt before convicting; and in seach 
of these 463 cases; tweive men were so 
convinced, and returned a verdict of :

Later “reports have convinced toth 
seller and horsemen that the mare 
was never taken east, neither the buy- 
ers were New Yorkers, as they claimed 
to be.

The other pacer is Nellie G.. 2.09%, 
that came out of the green classes iast 
year and secured her record over the 
Adrian (Mich.) half-mile track, nd 
like Grace G. was bred in the Wol- 
verine state.

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SHOWING OF’ STRENGTH 
BY THE STOCK MARKET 


Prices Hardened Early in_ the 
Day and Remained Active 
Until the Close. 


New York, Febrmyary 4.—Stocks 
made a lively showing of strength dur- 
ing today’s brief session. The open- 
ing was without decided tone, but by 
the time trading was well under way 
the market hardened and remained 
strong and active to the close. Among 
the specialties, American Beet Sugar 
was strongest, its rise of 3 points be- 
ing accompanied by talk of a divi- 
dend on the common stock.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, February 4.—The prin- 
cipal source of weakness in the cot- 
ton market has been the news from 
Europe, where prices have declined 
coincident with a @lling off in trade 
at both Liverpool and Manchester. 
This is traceable, largely, it is said, to 
a reported famine and plague in China, 
while a steady recent decline in the 
price of silver has also  militated 
against Lancashire’s trade with both 
China and India. Besides Manchester, 
the Continent and Bgypt have been 
steady sellers in Liverpool. The re- 
ceipts at the southern ports and inte- 
rior towns have continued heavy, de- 
spite the repeated predictions that 
they were about to fall off perpendicu- 
larly, and there can be no doubt that 
the conviction is spreading that the 
crop, instead of being 11,250,000 to 11,- 
500,000 bales, as it was @ ed to be 
last autumn, is really 12,000,000 bales 
or more—some estimates going to 12,- 
500,000 bales. Meantime, trade in cot- 
ton goods is unsatisfactory, partly, it 
is believed, owing to prevailing fash- 
ions, which call for less material in 
dress, especially for women. Yarn 
quotations have been cut and at sec- 
ond hands print cloths have declined 
at Fall River, where trade hag of late 
been slackening. Liverpool's spot sales 
have been only about half as large as 
they were recently, and some reports 
insist that the spot markets at the 
south are, for the most part, quiet. 
Some have an idea that large supplies 
are held back at the south, which are 
Itkely to come out fn the not distant 
future, especially as the planting sea- 
son progresses. It is supposed that 
unleas futures drop matertally in value 
much of this cotton may be shipped 
to New York for delivery on contracts. 
Speculation continues to be small and 
confined, for the most part, to pro- 
fessional traders. Some large opera- 
tors have given support frem time to 
time, but they are receiving no help 
from the outside public, which has held 
aloof from the market for several 
months past. Yet, on the other hand, 
signs are not wanting that the general 
business situation in this country is 
improving. 

The Texas drought ts one of the fea- 
tures of the situation which few are 
disposed wholly to tgnore, especially 
as it wag a defifiency of rainfall in 
that state for years in succession 
which paved the way for the big Sully 
bull deal. At one time during the 
week there was considerable buying 
of October and December on the

Speaking of his opera, Puccini him- 
self said: 

“The opera apens with a few em- 
phatic brasses, rather tham violent, ro- 
bust. Among them one hears some of 
the most striking motives of the opera 
for instance, the motive of the re- 
demption—do you remember?-——the re- 
demption of Johnson, the bold and pas- 
sionate adventurer, Who is saved by 
the leve self-denial, of Minnia 
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Then, in silence,.the curtain rises, re- 
vVealing Minnie’s tavern, the Polka bar- 
room, where there gather all the gold 
hunters of that corner of California— 
& picturesque and strange crowd of 
Strong men, who have come from far 
countries to seek fortune in that crush- 
ing toll. They are men of action, but 
their hearts are not closed to emo- 
tions; when a voice rises to remind 
them of the mother country far away, 
and of their families, it stirs a tumult 
of slumbering memories, a vision of 
Pay nes abandoned, of sober-faces 
a & someone's return, of. tired 
ae eyes vainly watching a road 
hich the absent son never ap- 
pea , In the. midst of the crowd, 
aval bus and exasperated by fatigue, 
ther the gentle figure of a girl, a 
ray « \light in the dark. All took to 
her a \to a gift of poetry; some love 
her, & she is protected by the jeal- 
ousy </ the others. The drama takes! 
place in that environment, and I liked 
it because it is strong, among free 
people, in a country that at the time—in 
1849——had something of the wilderness 
about it.” 

Fraccaroli continues: 

‘The first, in Minnie’s tavern, is in 
its first half full of characteristic 
scenes that give the color of environ- 
ment and introduce the persons—Mexi- 
can miners, Indians, an Australian, a 
quick and talkative waiter in Minnie’s 
@ervice, Sheriff Rance (the baritone), 
Sent by the state to watch the place; 
he is in love with Minnie and would 
like to pluck her as savory fruit. 
Groups of miners gamble, two cowboys 
dance, singing a queer song of theirs— 
*“ Dooda dooda, day F 


The Atmosphere of the Opera. 


“The place is full of smoke and 
sweat. ha corner a man sits silent, 
absorbed, as if lost in far thoughts. 
All of a sudden from without comes a 
wailing song,, accompanied by the tink- 
ing sound of a banjo. It is a sad, 
disconsolate song, evoking the far 
homeland, the family, the sweet intt- 
macy of the home; it is the song of 
homesickness. 

““How does it go?’ I asked of the 
maestro. The confidences are caught 
@ bit at a time here and there—among 
the reeds, where no duck feels im- 
pelled to commit suicide in the face of 
my gun; in the boat on the lake, which 
is exasperatingly calm; in automobile, 
through the pine woods toward the 
sea. Now we are in the house, be- 
tween the table and the piano, on 

._ which the new opera was created. 

“ Should I describe it by words?’ re- 
Plies the maestro. ‘Never; I should 
rather play it.’ 

‘And he treats me at the plano to 
the.song of the homesick. It is a very 
Sweet, slow strain, so full of sighs 
and tears. The voice of the minstrel 
is at first alone with the banjo; but 
the miners get hold of the air, and 
then the orchestra joins with a pizzi- 
cato. The singer appears on the scene 
and stops, but all ask him to continue; 
in that song of the homesick they 
have felt their souls vibrate. The voice 
begins again all alone, amidst silence, 
and when finally the singer goes away 
and the song slowly dies out, there 
follows it as an echo the song of the 
miners on the same motive. Emotion 
is at once drowned in drink and gam- 
bling: music again becomes sprightly, 
varied, broken. until Minnieenters, at 
the moment whenthe clamor of a 
quarrel between two of her suitors 
begins to arise. She is grieved, 
and one of the suitors tells her: 
‘Well, when you are not around, we 
feel bored!’ Then the miners shower 
presents upon her and ingenuous 
homage. ° it! Js. 

Sheriff, the Offender. 


“Only one in the crowd offends Min- 
nie. making her dishonest proposals 
the sneriff. But the little wild girl 
repulses him without anger; she is not 
afraid of him. Another one will come 
to conquer her, a stranger, who enters 
aristocratically asking whisky and 
soda, in that place where every one 
drinks whisky straight. He is John- 
Bon—the tenor—of course. The girl 
turns and recognizes him; they had 
niet on the trail, tnen they had seen 
nothing more of each other. Now, 
mear the bar, they recall that first 
meeting in a short duet in quick re- 
plyings: he had offered her a branch 
of jasmine andtold her he would never 
forget her. She also had hoped to see 
him again, andhisappearance kindles 
a new fire in her eyes; and while the 
crowd dances a waltz—the notes of 
which will apmear again la the opera— 
she lets herself for the first time be 
ewung in the whirl of the dance in 
Johnson's arms. Then she disappears 
with him and other men into the next 
room. 

“Now the orchestra becomes anxious 
and violent; a man is dragged by force 
into the tavern. He is Castro, a man 
of Johnson's band; J hnson ts an aAs- 
sumed name for Ramerrez, the bandit 
whom the police have long been seekK- 
ing. Castro does not betray him; he 
gaves him, leading the sheriff and the 
deputies on a false scent. So Johnson 
can go quietly out, an@ Minnie, who 
knows nothing about him, invites him 
to supper with her in her cabin in 
the mountains, for that evening. ; 

“The second act ts in Minnie’s cabin. 
It opens with a duet of Indian ser- 
vants, a short page of staccato music 
with a rhythm that has a strain of the 
grotesque. It is late in the evening, 
and Minnie, just returned, gets herself 
ready to receive Johnson with an In- 
genuous show of coquetry that reveals 
an incipient love. The guest arrives, 
and between the two young people 
begins a scene extremely varied in 
movement and expression, which grad- 
ually passes into the love -duet—the 
center of the opera. 

The Love Duet. 


“Tt is an episode,” says the maestro, 
‘to wich I have become singularly at- 
tached, because it seems to me differ- 
ent from the usual love duet.’ And he 
explains it to me on the piano—the 
most attractive and direct form of ex- 

lanation. Puccini at the piano, while 

e repeats from memory this as yet 
unknown opera of his, is truly pic- 
turesque: while he strikes the keys, 
he accompanies the notes with the 
gong, moves restlessly; with few words 
interruptedly discusses the scene and 
the movement of the actors, raises his 
hands as if to give the sign of attack) 
to the invisible orchestra; Waxes en- 
thusiastic and furiously pounds on the

“The rest of the acre fs dramatic. 
Outside a blizzard is raging, and Min- 
nie asks her lover to stay; she will 
sleep on a bearskin. The sheriff ar- 
rives to look for Johnson, but Johnson 
has concealed himself tn the alcove 
and the sheriff goes away. Now, how- 
ever, Minnie knows who the man is 
that received her first kiss; e knows 
that he lived with a disreputable wom- 
an of the neighborhood, and, hardened 
by her discovery, she puts him out. 

“Johnson is found by the deputies and 
wounded by two shots; bleeding, he 
comes back and falls over the thresh- 
old of the door. She runs to him, 
raises him; coneeals him; the man 
she kissed cannot die. The _ sheriff 
also returns and vainly seeks for the 
fugitive; in a scene of disorder, he 
tries to seize Minnie, but Minnie re- 
sists and threatens him. Finally the 
sheriff leaves her, but as he is about 
to go he discovers drops of blood that 
lead him to Johnson. Minnie, to save 
her lover, proposes to the sheriff a 
game of life or death. ‘If you win, I 
am yours; if I win you will leave me 
this man.’ The game of poker begins, 
and Rance ought to win; but Minnie 
cheats with some concealed cards and 
the result is in her favor. The sheriff 
goes, and the girl, exhausted by her 
last efforts, drops upon her wounded 
lover, crying: ‘He js mine, he is mine!’ 
Here we have the finale of an act 
based on a game of poker. 

“‘Tt was quite embarrassing,’ avow- 
ed Puccini, ‘to set to music, in such 
a@ dramatic scene, a game Of cards, 
which offers so little suggestive of 
melody. It was necessary to find 
something new. It is not a game of 
cards; it is a game of lives. It was 
necessary to describe the anxiety of 
such a mortal game; and I hope’... 

“The third act is the shortest. The 
first one lasts an hour and a few min- 
utes, the second an hour, the third 
thirty-five minutes. The scene is laid 
in a California forest. Ramerrez is 
under arrest; he is to be hanged in a 
few minutes. The miners are all 
there; they have sentenced him to 
death.

Will Wear Only British-Made 
Robes at Her Coronation. 
Will Play an Important Part 
in the Impressive Cere- 
monies. 


By Lady Mary Manwaring. 

London, February 4. -(Special.)— 
Queen Mary intends to give an object 
lesson to the high aristocracy of 
Great Britain at the coronation on 
the importance of patronizing home 
industries. She has given strict orders 
that her robes for the coronation, open- 
ing of parliamént and the various 
courts to be held in 1911 shall one and 
all be exclusively of British manu- 
facture. Not only silks and satins, and 
velvets and brocades are included in 
this regulation, but every detail of em- 
broidery, trimming, etc., is to be sub- 
ject to the same condition. 

It will be remembered that this rule 
was observed in the buying of her 
majesty’s wedding trousseau, when the 
late Duchess of Teck declared that 
“not a yard of cambric or linen, of 
flannel or tweed, of lace or ribbon 
should be bought outside of the king- 
dom.”

which to defend myself. 

“At the same time one must recog- 
nize the sanity and wisdom of the 
conclusion our legal confessor has ar- 
rived at to take time for rest and rec- 
reation and not to feed the mind con- 
tinuously with excitement and nerve- 
racking toil, as the stoker stokes the 
furnace of the throbbing engine. And 
before closing my own confession I 
want te thank most heartily the au- 
toblographer who in laying bare his 
own troubles- helps some of the rest 
of us to feel the bond of kinship, to 
realize that we are not, after all, ‘pe- 
culfar,’ but that in life’s far-flung bat- 
tle line we have our comrades who are 
fighting the same enemies of individ- 
ual manhood’s rights as are we, and 
with cheering success.

An Impressive Part. 


The part that Queen Mary its to take 
in the coronation next June is a very 
impressive one, but one that is not 
generally understood. Her crowning 
follows directly after. that of the king 
and follows the same ceremonial rather 
closely, save that she is not handed 
the orb—the emblem of sovereignty— 
weed is the sword of state exposed before 

er. 

The ceremonial opens with the queen 
taking up a kneeling position on a 
footstool between the coronation chalr, 
in which the king is by that time in- 
Stalled, and the altar. She is first of 
all anointed with sacred oil from the 
ampulla or golden eagle. This is done 
on the hands and head only, whereas 
the king is anointed on the arms and 
breast as well. 

Then comes the placing of.the ring 
on her finger. This ring“is of pure 
}S0ld, with a large flat ruby in the 
center, surrounded by sixteen smaller 
rubles. This, by the way, is the old- 
est form of conferring dignity upon 
a& sovereign or his consort that is 
shown to historians. 

The crowning proper next 
place, and here there is an 
difference between the coronation of 
the king and the queen-consort. The 
former has placed upon his brow the 
crown of King Edward, and asubse- 
quently assumes his state crown. This 
latter is his personal property and is 
not kept among the regalia. The queen 
consort has no crown, save het own 
coronet or state crown, and this is now 
being manufactured for Queen Mary. 

At the moment that she assumes this 
every peeress present places her cor- 
onet on her head. 

At the same moment her scepter and 
her virge are handed to the queen, the 
former being placed in her right hand 
by the Archbishop of York, who has 
the privilege of crowning the queen, 
just as the Archbishop of Canterbury 
places the crown on the king’s head. 
The difference between the scepter and 
the virge is that the former has a 
cross upon its head and the latter the 
white dove of purity. 


Throne Lower Than King’s. 


Thus attired the queen now mounts 
her throne, which is a trifle lower than 
that assigned to the king. From her 
throne her majesty proceeds to the al- 
tar and is there relieved of her crown, 
and hands to the assembled bishops a 
gift of gold to be applied for the suc- 
cor of the poor. 

She then returns to her throne for 
the final prayers and subsequently takes 
her place by the king in the procession 
from the abbey. 

Q@Mueen Mary is taking the greatest 
interest in the preparations for the 
coronation ceremony and is already 
thoroughly conversant with the very 
important part she will be called upon 
to play. 

The ceremony is a most tiring one, 
but it is to be shortened as much as 
possible, and the procedure adopted 
at the crowning of King Edward will 
be followed rather closely. The chief 
innovation here was that the ceremony 
of each peer and peeress present kiss- 
ing the hands of the sovereign and his 
consort after their coronation was 
shortened, only the senior peers of 
each degree were given this privi- 
lege. ; ‘ 

The whole of the crown regalia in 
the jewel house at the Tower of Lon- 
don is now being overhauled and bur- 
nished up for the occasion, while, as 
has been mentioned, a new state crown 
is being prepared for Queen Mary. This 
will be very similar to that worn by 
Queen Alexandra at the previous cer- 
emony. Queen Alexandra will, by the 
way, wear this crown again, and will 
sit on the left hand of the king dur- 
ing the whole ceremony. It is many 
years since the mother of a British 
sovereign last assisted at a corona- 
tion. 

It is the privilege of the sovereign 
to select his own bishop to preach the 
coronation sermon, and it is under- 
stood that—by desire of Queen Mary— 
this duty will be undertaken by the 
bishop of Iondon, who likewise offi- 
clated at the coronation of the late 
king, his address on that occasion hav 
ing been most eloquent. :

cessful:on your side. I have not con- 
cealed my own opinion that London 
may not be inclined to give it quite so 
favorable a_ reception. Much, of 
course, will depend on how the piece 
is interpreted; an error of judgment 
in the selection of the cast might eas- 
ily prove fatal. For there can be no 
question that “Baby Mine’ contains 
elements of a kind hardly likely to co- 
incide with the tastes of English play- 
goers, especially of 'women-playgoers.

Let me re- 
mark in passing how curious it is that 
Pinero, our leading English dramatist, 
should never have written a piece for 
Tree, the head of the theatrical profes- 
sion. The why and,the wherefore of 
this«I have not atthe moment sufficient 
space to enter into. Nevertheless, it 
may fairly be assumed that the cir- 
cumstance has not been without its 
influence upon the feelings and the at- 
titude of the two men, one to another. 
Pinero is particularly jealous of the 
claims of dramatists upon whom, he 
the actor is absolutely depend- 
ent for a livelihood. When, therefore, 
Pinero found that the theatrical and 
‘vaudeville managers had come to an 
understanding that no play licensed 
during the previous (fifteen years 
should be available for music-hall pur- 
poses, he was up in arms at once, with 
a vigorous protest against the man- 
agers’ action in daring to itinterfere 
with the right of the dramatist to do 
what he liked with his own work. Then 
Sydney Grundy came along with a sug- 
gestion that the whole of the man- 
agers, theatrical and vaudeville, 
should be indicted for conspiracy. Tree 
answered on behal¢ of his confreres 
that he was merely endeavoring to ar- 
rive at an amicable arrangement to 
protect the interest of evérybody,scon.- 
cerned. Thts elicited from Pinero a 
singularly disagreeable letter, in 
which, without any circumlocution, he 
told Tree that his behavior in the 
whole matter showed a singular lack 
of appreciation of the relative im- 
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portance of the dramatist and the 
actor. You may imagine that the taunt 
acted on Tree like a spark upon a train 
of gunpowder, and his reply to Pinero’'s 
letter was in anything but a propitia- 
tory vein. This is the point the corre- 
spondence has now _ reached. But 


further developments may shortly be 
expected. 


Some #ix weeks ago I told you that! 
during a visit to Buda-Pesth George 
Edwardes had acquired the English 
and American rights in a new play 
written by Molnar, the author of “The 
Devil.” The ptece bears the title of 
“The Lifeguardsmen,” and is said to 
be unusually powerful and interesting. 
At the time Edwardes stated to me 
that he intended to keep the piece 
until some bigt actor came along, and 
that then he would make him a present 
of it. Well, Robert Loraine seems to 
be big énough for his purpose, for 
it is to him that George Edwardes has 
offered “The Lifeguardsman.” Loraine. 
on the other hand, is hardly the man 
to accept such a thing save on business 
and I dare say a contract 
will duly be drawn out between the 
two. The only proviso which Edwardes 
made was that Basil Heod should do 
the English version. Last Sunday 
Loraine started for Buda-Pesth in or- 
der to see a performance of the play 
and to judge of its possibilities. There 
is, by the way, one little diffieulty 
which Edwardes appears to have en- 
tirely overlooked. This is that there 
is no copyright convention between 
Hungary and the Unted States, a cir- 
cumstance which you may remember 
gave rise to a lot of trouble in the 
case of “The Devil.” It looks as if 
“The Lifeguardsman” would enjoy a 
like fate, and that on the principle of 
the “first come, first served,” whoever 
is earliest in the fleld in America with 
an adaptation of Molnar’s work will 
reap the richest harvest. 

The first meeting of the arbitrators 
chosen to judge between the rival! 
claims of Lewis Waller ang William 
Greet in regard to the Lyric theater 
has taken place. John Gatti, of the 
Adelphi and Vaudevijle theaters, acts 
for the former, and Stephen Bower, 
Charles Wyndham's son-in-law and a 
well-known barrister, for the latter. 
Although Greet has every confidence 
in the justice of his cause, he offered 
Waller $8,750 to settle the matter, and 
considering how well “The Chocolate 
Soldier’ is doing at the Lyric and 
how greatly it would suffer were it 
forced to go to another theater, it 
seems to me the measure was a wise 
ang prudent one. Waller, however, 
has refused this attempt at mediation 
and the case accordingly will drag on, 
es such cases are wont to do, for the 
next two or three months. Meanwhile 
Waller goes to the Palladium in a 
week’s time, appearing there as Marc 
Antony in the Forum scene from 
“Julius Caesar.””’ By the time that 
engagement is ended he hopes to have 
obtained a West End theater at 
which, should the Lyric still be closed 
to him, to resume operations. 

George Paston’s play, ‘Nobody's 
Daughter,” has entered ‘the last stages 
of its run at Wyndham’s. It has sgerv- 
eq Gerald du Maurier’s purpose well 
and has given him an excellent send- 
off in his managerial career. By the 
date it is withdrawn it will have held 
the boards for five months, a@ pretty 
good record as things go. For their 
next venture, Frank Curzon and du 
Maurier have chosen a four-act play 
by’ two young actors, Leon M. Lion 
and Malcolm Cherry, the latter a 
brother’of your Charles Cherry. The 
action is laiq in the yé@ar 1712, when 
Queen Anne was on the throne, and 
among the characters figure Lord 
Bolingbroke and the Duchess of Marl- 
borough. The story hinges upon a 
conspiracy, something in the nature 
of the gunpowder plot, hatched by 
the followers of the old pretender, 
James Stuart. “George Paston,” whose 
real name is Mise FE. M. Symonds, and 
who is a daughter of the late John 
Addington Symonds, critic and man 
of letters, has another play in hand, 
which Vedrenne hopes to produce in 
the spring. 

We are now waiting to hear what 
Charles Frohman proposes doing with 
his two London theaters, the Duke of 
York’s and the Globe. Some time ago 
Sir John Hare announced that he was 
to appear at the former in February 
or March in an English version of 
the Parisian success, “Les Mario- 
nettes.” But nowt Somerset Maugham 
claims that his new comedy is to fol- 
low “Peter Pan” these, with Irene 
Vanbrugh and Allan Aynesworth in 
the principal parts. But as “Beau 
Brocade” is far from being an over- 
whelming success at the Globe, there 
should be no difficulty in arranging 
that if Hare does play at the Duke of 
York’s, Maugham’s piece shal] be pre- 
sented at the Globe, or vice versa. 
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Firemen’s Lives in the Hands 


of Officials. 
(H. H. Windsor, in the February Pop- 
ular Mechanics Magazine.) 

The unusual loss of life to members 
of fire departments during the month 
of December centers public attention 
for a little time, as such disasters do 
periodically, on the dangerous charac- 
ter of the work. Comparatively little 
has been done, perhaps little can be 
done, to safeguard the men engaged in 
fighting fires. On battleships, the fight- 
ing is mostly done behind armor plate 
defenses; metallic sliields are provided 
for the man working a Gatling gun on 
land; sharpshooters are taught how to 
construct small earthworks behind 
which they can fire while lying prone 
upon the ground; the life-saving crews 
wear cork jackets, and oxygen helmets 
protect rescue parties who enter mines, 
at least against the deadly gases for- 
merly so fatal. The city fireman, how- 
ever, has scarcely anything to safe- 
guaré him in his work. Each large fire 
differs from every other fire. Even 
though he is familiar with the con- 
struction and arrangement of the 
building, he can never know what in- 
flammables or explosives have been 
brought into the place within the few 
hours previous; or what careless or 
ignorant employee has moved these 
danger factors from accustomed places 
of comparative safety to positions of 
extreme risk. 

In most cities, it is the practice for 
the men in each fire station to visit the 
buildings in their immediate district 
and familiarize themselves with the in- 


terior arrangements; but a large fire 
calls in other companies, often from 
quite a distance, who are unacquainted 
with conditions, and who must there- 
fore take chances. It‘is easy for the 
public to criticise those in command 
of men for leading them into what 
often is called unnecessary danger, yet 
this can be accounted for. First, the 
enthusiasm and eagerness, which every 
true fireman has, to subdue the fire as 
quickly as possible; then, the f{nsur- 
ance companies are not always sparing 
in their criticism of officers whom they 
regard as timid, and then there is a 
certain excitement about a big fire 
which gets into the blood of even the 
mest seasoned fire-fighter, and makes 
the thing which the instant seems 
necessary to do, the one all-important 
move to make, and so he takes the 
chances. Around the stoves in the en- 
gine,houses all over the country one 
may learn of thrilling escapes by hun- 
dreds which never came to public ear 
only because a floor or wall delayed its 
falling two or three seconds. 
The lesson is plainly the imperative 
duty—one of life and death to brave 
men—to maintain a ceaseless, relent- 
less inepection of old buildings and to’ 
insist on such construction in new 
ones as shall reduce the risk to its. 
lowest possible point. Carelessness, 
favoritism, graft, political pull, when 
used to pervert safety requirements, 
should properly be classed among 
other kinds of homicide and dealt 
with accordingly by the courts, to 
guilty owners and inspectors alike.

Cooper’s dauhter, and Louise, Lady 
Vivian’s two little granddaughters, 
Miss Daphne Vivian and Miss Alexandra 
Haig, whose mother, before her mar- 
riage to Generel Haig, was one of 
Queen Alexandra’s maid of honor. 
Queen Alexandra has always been on 
terms of most intimate friendship with 
Louise Lady Vivian, and it was she 
who sent the beautiful “Vivian twins,” 
as they were then Known, the pearl 
necklace they always wear, for their 
first dance. Théir debut caused quite 
a sensation, but also gave the super-

The British attitude toward trusts 
has never, been hostile. The Industrial 
Commission .of the United States found

Editor Constitution: I have your 
letter of January 28. It is easily an- 
swered, so far as I am concerned, I 
favor a primary election in Georgia to 
select a candidate for United 
Senator to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Hon.” A. S. Clay. 

As you ask me to give my view as 
well as my opinions 1 willimpose upon 
your space to the extent of expressing 
myself more fully on this question. 

As a member of the democrat|c exec- 
utive committee, selected. from the 
state-at-large, [I feel that I am inter- 
ested in the success'of the party not 
only in the.state, but in the nation. 
As the immediate duty before us is to 
provide for the selection of a demo- 
cratic candidate for the sénate for four 
years, I may be pardoned for going be- 
yond the mere statement of my opin- 
ion.

(‘risp, who was nominated in that pri- 
mary, @lection, died in October, 1896, 
and the legislature which met In that 
month elected ga senator witheut the 
formality of a primary. The time was 
too short. 

Since that time the senatorial pri- 
mary has been a matter of form be- 
cause the men who hela the places have 
had no opposition, but have been voted 
for by the people. This has been the 
precedent so far as I can remember; 
the last ungulded election by the gen- 
eral assembly was when Senator Ba- 
cOn was elected over Henry G. Turner 
and Louis Garrard in 1894. For fifteen 
years the unbroken custom has been 
a primary election, and the general 
assembly has simply ratified the choice 
of the primaries. 

Necessary Now. 

But even if this were not the cus- 
tom in Georgia. I can see that it 
would be necessary to hold the prima- 
ry this year, becausethereis one mat- 
ter about which the people want to 
speak out very plainly.

“A trust company is known by the 
securities which it buys.” The public 
forms its estimate of a trust company 
largely from the character of its in- 
vestments. If among those  tinvest- 
ments are stocks, bonds or loans of a 
doubtful or even of a speculative char- 
acter, the company suffers in the pub- 
lic estimation as a result. Conserva 
tive mortgage loans on real estate, and 
thoroughly seasoned interest-bearing 
securities should form the bulk of 4a 
trust company’s assets outside of its 
own building and cash reserve. This 
cash reserve is for the most part de- 
posited in national banks subject to 
immediate call, but it is now a well- 
established principle that about 5 per 
cent of the demand deposits ought to 
be kept in the vaults of the trust 
company at all times in the form. of 
actual cash. 

No &tuck-Selling Schemes. 

In like manner a trust company 
which offers to the investing public 
any get-rich-quick stock of any sort 
is apt to lose prestige with conserva 
tive investors. Even the more specu 
lative issues of bonds, which are liable 
to suffer foreclosure and profound

So rigid are the safeguards thrown 
around such funds by well-managed 
trust companies that losses by reason 
of poor investment are practically un 
heard of. Only such investments are 
selected as are legai for trust funds 
in the gtate where the transaction is 
located. Added to this fact is the long 
and specializeq experience of the trust 
company in such matters. which ex- 
perience is furnjshed gratis after co)- 
lecting the regular legal commissions. 
Growth of Trust Companies. 
is small wonder, therefore, that 
trust companies of the United 
a marvel- 
lous rate during the past two decades. 
Today there are in the United States 
1.800 trust companies, with total re- 
sources of. $5,000.000,000. 
of New York, where such institutions 
have had unusual opportunities for 
growth, the trust companies are run- 
ning a close race with the clearing 
house banks, having deposits of $1,- 
245,000,000, while the banks have $1.- 
280,000,000. Even the great old savings 
banks must seon yield to the trust 
companies, the latter’s resources being 
$1.503,000,000. as against $1,676.000,000 
for the savings banks. The resources 

f trust companies in New' York city 
alone have increased $469.000,000 since 
1907, standing today at $1,338,000,000. 

The trust company business in the 
United States took its origin in 1856; 
when the Pennsylvania company for 
insuring lives and granting annuities, 
which had been chartered twenty-five 
years before, obtained trust powers 
from the Pennsylvania legislature. 
About the same time, the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, of New York, 
chartered in 1822... was granted trustée 
power, which it has since continued to 
exercise. The New York Life Insurance 
and Trust Company and the Rhode 
Island Hospital Trust Company, of 
Providence, R. I.. began business at 
this time, or a little later, the New 
York Life and Trust having been char- 
tered in 1830. 

Banking Department. 

At first the trust companies confined 
their deposit bwusinews to trust funds 
exclusively, such as moneys paid into 
court and guardians’ balances, A few 
of the oldest and most 
sucn as the New York Life Insurance 
and Trust Company, still 
fine their deposit business 
these inactive balances, refusing 
to accepl any checking 
whatsoever. It is an interesting fact in 
this connection that the above named 
company has on deposit at this time 
the sum of $40,000,000. all of which 
represents individual trust funds, not 
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sybject t@ check, and withdrawable 
only after several days’ notice. 

As the business grew it Was inevita- 
ble that a certain amount of deposits 
began to accumulate which were sub- 
ject to sight draft. These represented 
the accumulative savings of customers 
and corporations in the ordinary course 
of trust business. On these deposits, 
which 
subject to check, the trust company 
paid a small rate of interest, usually 2 
per cent. Not until about the year 1896! 
did the large trust companies of New, 
York City, followed by leading con- 
cerns of that type in all the financial 
centers, begin an actiye campaign for 
deposits. This campal was prompted 
by the vast deposits of private indi- 
viduals with certain old egtablished 
trust companies—the. Farmers’ Loan’ 
and Trust; of New York. for example-— 
because these. private individu- 
als preferred the small of

Trustee for Corporation Bonds. 

The consideration of bonds and 
vestment securitie® brings us to 
next great which a trust com- 
pan performs—namely that of 
trustee for bond issues under corptra- 
tion mortgages. Here the trust com- 
pany reigns supreme as compared with 
the individual trustee. Fully 99 per 
cent of the bond issues now being put 
out by corporations itn the United 
States are certified to by some reputa- 
ble trust company as trustee for the 
bond holders. This means that the 
trust company holds the mortgage 
property in trust as security for the 
debt. and certifies in writing on each 
bond that said bond is_one of the ac- 
tual series referred to, and secured br 
the mortgage or.deed of trust. Some 
idea of the magnitude of this trustee 
business may be gained from the fact 
that one trust company in New York 
city is today trustee under existing 
corporate mortgages amounting to 
$1,643,.340,000. The charge for this 
service by a high-class trust company 
is nominal in proportion to the re- 
sponsibility assumed and duties per- 
formed. the usual fee being one-tenth 
of 1 ver cent for accepting the trust, 
and £1 per bond for certifying the 
bonds. 

Varied Trust Functions. 

Among the other and various frmne- 
tions of a trust company as regarde 
corporations and corporation securi- 
ties, may be mentioned the fohowing: 
Depository under plan of re-organfsze- 
tion: registrar and transfer agent for 
certificates of stcck, receiver, assignees 
and referee: also voting trustee for 
corporation stock, in which case the 
shares are deposited with the trust 
company and the latter issues its orn 
voting-trust certificates against them. 
These voting trust - certificates are 
then bought and sold jyst as if they 
were certificates of stook. 

For example, wher you buy Southern 
railway stock you get voting trust 
certificates, all the actyal certificates 
of stock in the Southern railway har- 
ing been deposited many years ago in 
a voting trust. 

Management of Real Estate. 

Mention should be made of the part 
which the modern trust company plas 
in the transfer, management and fi 
nancing of real estate. /Some, trust 
companies maintain a regular reales 
tate department, which manages not 
only the property entrusted to itscare 
by legal process, but collects’ rents, 
pays taxes and effects .insurance for 
property owners generally, The exam- 
ination of title and the guaranteeing 
thereof constitute another department 
of trust company activity which is of 
increasing importance. 

Trust Companies in the South. 

The development of trust companics 
in the south is Dbift just beginning ‘o 
assume notable proportiaqns. The south 
still lacks. her due share of such com 
panies. The increase during the past 
ew vears, however, has beén remark- 
able. In 1905 the. twelve southern 
states of Alabama, Florida. Georgia, 
Kentucky, Loutsiana, Maryland, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, Scuth Carolina, 
Tennessee, Texas and Virginia, had a 
total of 113 trust companies, as shown 
by the membership of the trust com- 
pany section ef the American Bankers’ 
Association. In 1908 these same states 
had 1385 trust companies. the 
present day the, total is well 
On«the other hand, when it 
bered that there are _ in 
States more than 1,000 such institu- 
tions, there is.seen to be great room 
for expansion in the way eof southern 
trust companies. 

Hlere in the south it is a campaign 
of education. The peeple of Marvland 
long since loarned that the incorpo- 
rated trustee is superior to the indi- 
vidual trustee. Hence that little state 
has today a larger amount of capital 
invested in bends and other interest- 
bearing securities thanany other state 
in this section. 

It should not be 
great many financial institutions, es- 
pecially in the south, use the word 
“trest’ in their corporate name with- 
out reslly soliciting or betng fully 
equipped to handle any appreciable 
volume of such business. A’ frank 
statement of the situation would show 
that there are even yet only -a few 
financial institutions in the south 
which are engaged in an actiye trust 
business. | 

The opoortunity for growth in this 
direction is indeed tremendous. The 
scuthern people are now waking up 
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to thfs opportunity, and the trust com- 
pany is. rapidly becoming a gredt fac- 
tor in the south’s financial and com-

Damascus—(Special Correspondence.) 
Come with me for a walk through the 
bazsars of this, the oldest of all the 
world’s cities. They are more Oriental 
than those of Tunis or Cairo and more 
than those of Constantinople. Take 
Take the street called Straight, up which 
St. Paul came to meet Ananias. It is a 
vaulted tunnel lighted only by a roof, 
which rises to a height of about 100 
feet. Suppose you could cover lower 
Broadway at the top of its third story 
windows, and in place of the doors and 
windows of plate glass have the walls 
made up of cave-like stores opening out 
On the roadway. Let each store have a 
floor about as high as a chair, and let 
it be filled with the most gorgeous 
goods ef the Orient.

The shops are 
near the gate of the Great Mosque, 
and among their. wares are many cop- 
jes of the Koran, the Mohammedan 
Bible.

He.scowled and 
angrily « exclaimed: “Put it down! 
That book is not: for ‘you. Pat it 
down! But.it down! We do.not. Bell 
our holy book-to the Christians!’ 

Thereupon, as I saw he was grow- 
ing angry, I dropped it, saying: 

“We Christians are glad to give or 
sell our Bibles to any one, and as for 
your Korans, I can buy them by the 
ton in New York or London.” The 
Mosiems here are noted for their ha- 
tred of Christians, and one of the 
bloodiest massacres of modern times 
occurred in Damascus about fifty years 
ago. The people are no better today, 
and they.are almost as ignorant as 
they were then. The chie# books sold 
are religious. There are -alSg some 
story books and copies of the “Ara- 
bian Nights,” either in parts or as a 
whole. , 

The Great Mohammedan Stomach. 

During our trip through the bazars 
we find the Mohammedan = stomach 
everywhere in evidence.

The city makes wares of 
kinds which are shipped all 
over the world It is noted for its 
beautiful brass and silver ware, its in- 
laid woodwork and its Oriental rugs, 
t has an extensive caravan trade with 
Persia and other parts of Turkey and 
long lines of camlees are always bring- 
ing in. and carrying out goods. There 
are some great -buildings or Khany de- 
voted to wholesaling and warehousing. 
I visited one of these. It was shaped 
much like a mosque, being lighted by 
mine great domes, the tops of which 
were at least one hundred feet above 
the dirt floor. The domes were 
by stone pillars The floor covered 
most an acre, and it packed with 
merchandise. In one part of it were 
bags of wheat piled high toward the 
roof. In another were hundreds of 
boxes of dates, and in others barrels 
and crates of fruit and hundreds of 
bales of Oriental rugs laid one upon 
the other. Some of the bales were 
enormous, One equaling a load for a 
itwo-horse wagon. I was told that they 
‘came from Bagdad, and were left there

It is com- 
posed of scores of silversmith shops 
or booths scattered over a large room 
of more than an acre. -Each merehant 
has his own little quarter. He sits 
behind a detk or counter, in which 
are his wares, and has a rude old- 
fashioned safe at the rear. At the 
right and left,:or still further -back, 
are his mechanies, men who are work- 
ing in ‘silver and gold, making al) 
sorts of jewelry. Kach has’a little 
anvil before him and a miniature fur- 
nace with a blow pipe, by which he 
melts @nd shapes the metal to the de- 
sired form. The workmen wear gowns 
and fez caps, and the pounding can be 
heard everywhere. I asked some of 
the merchants to show us-some of 
(their wares, They bring out heavy 
| chains of silver and gold, rings set 
| with diamonds and pearls, and some 
magnificent pigeon-blood rubies. There 
are millions of dollars’ worth of jew- 
elry under this roof. 

The customers are both men and 
women, the former in gowns and tur- 
bans, and the latter in great black 
sheets with vells over their faces. We 
Stop and watch the buying and sell- 
ing. There is a woman looking at 
a bracelet of gold. The jeweler weighs 
it on rude little scales and then adds 
the cost of the labor Nevertheless, 
the woman is not satisfied with the 
price. She calls him a thief, and de- 
mands that he do not rob her children 
of bread. It may be an hour before 
the bargain is made. 

What to Buy in Damascus, 


I am frequently asked what one can 
buy in these Oriental cities which is 
worth while taking home. Damascus 
is a good shopping place for the tour- 
ist. It is somewhat off the line of 
travel, and one can pick up Oriental 
things comparatively cheap. I have 
bought several rugs which have come 
here by caravan from Bokhara, anid 
two of them are at least a hundred 
years old. I will not give the prices 
except to say that they are much be- 
low those at whith they could be 
bought in New York, and the merchant 
has agreed to pay the duties upon 
them and to deliver them to my house 
in Washington. 

Among the many 


- 


other things sold 
are silk shawls for the head, suoh as 
are used by the Bedouins, and table 
covers of red or black woolen cloth 
embroidered with silk. The shawls 
may be bought from $3 to $8 apiece, 
and the tablecloths cost from $5 to $15. 

A great many Amerieans take home 
brassware from Damascus, and not a 
few purchase swords inlaid with ail- 
ver, and the Damascus blades for 
which the city has been noted for 
ages. Some of these swords are imita- 
tioms imported from Solingen, Ger- 
many, and other Oriental wares come 
from Manchester, and are made for this 
trade. Indeed, one must keep hls eye 
open if he would Buy genuine chrios 
in any part of the world.

(H. A. Austin, in the February 
In 1900; Secretary of State Hay and 
Lord Pauncefote, British ambassa- 
dor to this country. drafted a 
treaty which modified the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty (which. prohi forti- 
fication) tn several important respects. 
In this draft it was d that the 
United States should construct, own and 
have exclusive control of the canal, 
should be the sole guarantor of its neu- 
traltty, but. that the waterway should 
be open and- free all nations; the 
United States was prohibitea from 
erecting any fortifications at the canal, 
and other nations were invited to ad- 
here to the provisions the treaty.

There remains to be considered the 
treaty between the United States and 
the Republic: of Panama, made subse- 
quently to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

The only provtsion in this treaty 
which needs mention here is that which 
stipulates that if at any time it should 
become necessary to employ armed 
forces for the safety or protection ofthe 
canal. the United States shall have the 
right to é@stablish-fortifications. WHitle 
this treatv: was made with a small‘re- 
public,. and is, of course, binding orlyv 
upen the two contracting. parties, it 
may be said that it is a notification to 
all nations that the United States as- 
sumes the right to fortify the‘ caftal 
shold it see fit to do so. - 

The Hav-Pauncefote treatv of 1902 
and the treaty between this country

Mr. Forrest represents the Christian 
Missionary Alliance, a religious corpo- 
ration run on business principles, with 
headquarters in the city of New York, 
which has just purchased of the Toc- 
coa Falls Light and Power Company, 
the Toccoa Falls property, including 
the falls, Haddock Inn, the large sum- 
mer hotel situated just at the foot of 
the picturesque falls, and 100 acres 
of surrounding land—all less than two 
miles from the city of Toccoa. While 
the price paid has not been made pub- 
lic, it is understood to be near the 
figure $26,000.00. 

It is there that the Christian Mis- 
sionary Alliance will establish another 
of its inter-denominationa! Christian 
educational institutions. 

The work of the alliance is supported 
by voluntary contributions, which 
heretofore have come most largely 
from the north and east; but recently 
many Christian philanthropists 
throughout the southeastern part of 
the United States have become inter- 
ested, and the work is now growing 
rapidly in the south. 

It will be remembered that at the 
close of the annual convention of the 
alliance held in Atlanta last October, 
the sum of $12,000 was publicly sub- 
scribed to the work in a few minutes. 

The Christian Missionary Alliance 
has large schools located at Nyack, 
N. Y., and Boone, lowa, and has lately 
put in successful operation Golden 
Valley Institute, at Golden Valley, N. C. 

All of these schools are operated at 
the expense of the alliance for the 
benefit of the man and woman without 
a chance. 

Object of the Schools. 

Continuing, Mr. Forrest said: 

“The main object of the Christian 
Missionary Alliance Bible schools is to 
prepare missionary field workers; but 
at Toccoa Falls Institute we propose 
to extend the educational feature so as 
to include industrial lines, thus. mak- 
ing it an institution of much broader 
scope than any of our other schools. 
We will place special stress upon the 
industrial future. General education 
with Christian privciples underlying 
it all is the special work of the Chris- 
tian Missionary Alliance in the south, 
and the south is greeting us with open 
arms.

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BOOKER WASHINGTON OUTLINES NEGRO’S DUTY IN 
MATERIALIZING SOUTH’S INDUSTRIAL DESTINY 


By Booker T. Washington. 

The nine millions of negroes

some tremendous advantages, advan- 
tages which I believe are greater 
those possessed by any people in a sim- 
llar stage of civilization in any par’ 
of the world. I know. and no man 
who would be honest ang frank would 
say otherwise, that we have disad- 
tanges, tremendous difficulties, but our 
advantages are many more than our 
disadvantages, and it will pay uS bet- 
ter to call the attention of the world 
to our advantages ratiwr than to our 
disadvantages. I believethat every man 
who has suc@®eded in business will 
agree that it does not pay in the con- 
duct of a business to advertise one’s 
troubles too much. JT have learned that 
it does not pay a race for it to 
tise its troubles and disadvantages 
much. The world is tnterested in 
cess and is rarely interested in fail- 
ure. One soon gets tired of f: 
ing a funeral procession. For t 
son while I do not believe in 
out wherever and whemever I can 
so, the opportunities that exist here in 
the south particularly as I sometimes 
fear that members of my race do not 
fully appreciate the advantages by 
which they are surrounded in 
southland. 

The Fortunate Negro. 

The negro in the south -eats better 
food day by day, dresses better day 
by day and lives in better houses than 
any working class of people to be 
found anywhere in the world outside 
of the United States, particularly 1s 
this true if we consider the matter 
of climate and compare the negro 
with the working class in Spain -or 
Italy or any other portion of southern 
Europe. The negro is a connoiseur 
food. He prepares his food in the 
same way thatthe white man does, and 
eats his food after the same fashion 
the white man does, and eats the best 
food. The negro does not use a chop- 
stick when he eats, neither does he 
live off stale food if there is any good, 
fresh, tempting food nearby in 
community. 

The negro is the only ordinary 
working man that I know of who a1- 
ways changes. his clothes on Sunday. 
The average negro, no matger how ig- 
norant or low tn the scale of clviliza- 
tion, will have something fresh and 
clean, if onl a collar to put en on 
Sunday. How different is the negro In 
this respect from many otter working 
classes of people. 

The country negro especially has a 
degree of fomfort-in his houses that 
many working people do not have. In 
many cases these houses are small, un- 
attractive, but they have the advan- 
tage of having plenty of good fresh 
air, and it is very rare that a negro 
family suffers for want of fuel. 

Tf the masses Of regroes can 
gotten to the point where they will 
think about these advantages. it will 
prove a great help and encouragement 
to them. Let me add; In passing, that 
it has alwavs seemed to me the busi- 
ness of a sound educational policy to 
point out these opportunities to the 
masses of my people and teach them 
to take advantage of them. 

The average negro family in the 
south has another tremendous advan- 
tage. He can buy land cheaply and on 
almost any terms in nearly every por- 
tion of the south. He lives in a part 
of the country where the climate Is 
genial and where there fs plenty of 
rain and plenty of sunshine. There

true of the negro in the south. In 
Japan, India, Turkey and many parts 
‘of Spain and fItaly, laborers receive 
‘from 10 to 15 cents per day, and are 
iglad to get it. In every portion of 
‘the south, the negro receives from five 
ito ten times this much pay. 

Again, the negro in the south has 
the advantage in the character of the 
white men by whom he fs surrounded. 
{ venture the assertion that, in no 
other part of the civilized or uncivil- 
ized world where there are So many 
black puople living by the side of so 
many white people. are.the relations 
of the races so friendly as is true of 
the southern negro and the southern 
white man. This assertion I make 
keeping in mind many changes that 
ought to be made in the near future 
in relation to the negro’s life; keeping 
in mind the many elements of in- 
justice in the present situation. 

The southern white man is more 'pa- 
tient, mone kindly and long-suffering 
with the megro than any other white 
man who knows less about him would 
be. The negro understands the south- 
ern white man and the southern white 
man understands him. Go into any 
southern community and you will find 
that every negro has a white friend 
and every white man has a megro 
friend. and it is this individual friend- 
ship that Is going to prove the basis 
for the solution of whatever racial 
problem remains to be solved. 

It is because of this personal friend- 
ship, and’ this closwa individual touch 
between the southern white man and 
the negro that a mob is a different 
thing in the north or west from what 
it is in the south. T have noticed this 
fact in regard to mobs; in the. north 
or west, the impulse to destroy prop- 
erty agd to kill is directed against all 
negroes regardless of whether they 
are guilty or innocent. In the south 
it is rare that the mob tries to do 
more than @et hold of the individual 
negro who is charged with crime. At 
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its worst, the south does not seek to |

Negroes tn Business. 

Forty years ago there) were 
no negroes engaged in business of any 
kind. At the present time there are 
at least 16,000 negroes in the south- 
ern states engaged in operating dry 
goods and grocery stores and various 
other kinds of business, There are 
at present probably more than two 
hundred drug stores owned and 
ated by colored men. In the little city 
of Jackson, Miss., for instance, 
in 1900 had a population of 7,816, 
which 4,447 were colored, there were, 
according to an investigation made in 
1908, more than one hunfired business 
enterprises carried on by negroes. Of 
these, forty-four specially studied did 
an annual business of (83,000. Ne- 
groes in 1908 owned taxable property 
in the city of Jackson to the 
$581,589. One-half of the negro fami- 
lies owned their own hommes 
thirds of the population 
houses that were owned by colored:

The fact is, speaking of education 
in the average southern community, 
the negro has never received enough 
education for anyone to. be able to 
say whether it is successful or unsuc- 
cessful. I know one county in the 
south where this year the negro child 
has had spent upon him for his edu- 
cation 42 cents from the public funds, 
while the white child in the gar 
county has had spent upon him for 
his education $14. Now, I do not be- 
lieve that a negro can learn.as much
